Simla, Oct. 31.—According to a des- 
patch from Kuarappa, the expected ad- 
vance to Arhunga Pass was made this 
morning. General Westmacott seize] 
the villages covering the line of advance, 
and the artillery, brought into wetion at 
8.30 o'clock, soon expelled the tribesmen 
from the Sangars. Odly slight opposi- 
tion was encountered.

This sympathy will be short- 
lived, us soon as the facts regurding the 
cotton manufacturers’ dliemma are fully uo- 
derstood. 

“The engineers’ battle ls as go0d as lost, 
and, despite the ulcowpromising attitude of 
both sides, the meu ure seeking uuy hon- 
orable retreat from thelr demands, which, 
It ls now clear, would destroy the engineer- 
ing trade of Great Britain. Bwen the most 
prejudiced of the strikers are beglnolog to 
realize that the forelgn contributions, which 
at first encouraged them, were really design-

DOESN’? WANT THE YANFIC. 


Governer Pingree Says He Wen't Accept 
the Disabled Gunboat— She 
Cannot be Lavelicd. 

Washington, Oct. 31.—The Navy De- 
partment has had its attention brought 
formally to the collision between the 
Yantic and the Canadian steamer Ca- 
oadienne indirectly through the filing of 
a protest by Gov, Pingree of Michigan. 
This came by teiegraph this morning to 
the Navy Department, and records the 
Governors disapproval of the idea of 
accepting the Yantie from the Govyern- 
ment for the use of Michigan’s naval 
militia in her present condition. 

‘The Governor hus gathered that the 
ship is disabled and moreover he feels 
disinclined to saeccept any responsibility 
for the accident. He has instructed the 
agents of the State not to receipt for 
the delivery of the Yantic until she is 
repaired and these matters are arranged, 
The nayy officials are satisfied that the 
Yantic cannot be libelled on account of 
the collision, irrespective of who was at 
fault.

“And yet I think that Buglikh women 
ure wrong to complain too much, for 
they have already reconstructed a num- 
ber of laws relating to Uheir rights. It 
is only necessury to see them at home 
to be able to understand their import 
“nee as individuals and citizens, ‘Che 
first agitation for the Parliamentary suf- 
frage of wonien began in 1866, sefore 
1860 municipal suffrage, which had been 
arbitrarily wrenched from them in 1835, 
wis restored to them. Since then, wo- 
men paying taxes, if we tay beieve 
Miss Idith Pallisser, the young apostle 
aud one of the firmest upholders of the 
National Society for Woman's Sulfrage, 
have voted in the affairs of the buroughs 
and counties in ae large a number, propor- 
Uonally, as the men, and with an in- 
tereat equal to the greatest naniong them. 
That which characterizes them most is 
less a regard for the spirit of the party, 
us a constant preoccupation for the mor- 
al character of the cundidates. If the 
women are the same in all countries, it 
is time that our French women voted, 
We might then possess a more dignified 
and respectable Chamber, perhaps. 

The intervention of English women has 
been particularly charituble—for  ex- 
ample, ‘the Poor Law Guardians,’ an in- 
stitution which corresponds to our ‘As- 
sistance Publique.’ They have really 
changed the condition of the old people 
and the children of the poor, Before, 
a child raised in one of the institutions 
knew nothing of family life, learned no 
self-control, had no friends und became 
naturally a refractory and ‘muuvais su- 
jet.’ While now, thanks to these helpful 
women, they often “find independence, 
nioralization and a future. Before this 
agitation for suffrage women were torpid 
and neglectful of that beautiful and 
feminine role of benefactress. Her am- 
bition has, therefore, been profitable to 
humanity. 

“The ever-burning question of temper- 
ance is united to the question of suffruge 
much more closely than anyone conceiv- 
ed possible at first. I can truthfully say 
that it brings to the Citizens’ League the 
greatest nu of names belonging to 
the nobility of Bngland. If some few, 
like Lady Biddulph, still remain a trifle 
indifferent on the subject of uny other 
struggle except that against alcohol 
Lady Henry Somerset has thrown her 
self with her whole heart into the po 
litical battle, asserting that England will 
never be free from the scourge of drank- 
enness until women are allowed to vote. 

“However, I must not go ou eo fast; 
the HMpglishman is not yet ready to di- 
vide the contents of his urn with the 
Englishwoman. He will keep “hat as 
long as he can. In the meantime, the 
‘Primrose League’ and the ‘Women's 
Liberal Federation’ will prove, more and 
more forcibly to the men of all parties, 
that the elections cannot be cariied with- 
out their influence. The Grand Old 
Man, at present anti-feministe, owes all 
he isto women. But reforms ure al- 
ways slow. Lady Dilke, a very high 
spirited woman, whose insight into the 
future is sure, pretends that woman's 
suffrage in England has fallen into ‘mue 
impasse.’ She thinks it will only a 
question of time when the suffrage will 
be menaced by numerous and closely 
ranked women’s partisans, the then mas- 
ters of the situation. ‘You wish,’ they 
will say at that day “thatall men shall 
vote? Willingly. But, at the same tme, 
we demand that all women shall vote.’ 
Lady Dilke explained her ideas to me 
with the perspicacity of u born politi- 


cian, 

“While waiting for the sood time to 
come England is left behind by her 
colonies. New Zealand and Australia 
have already given to women the right 
to vote and to be elected to office, and 
they are not more badly governed in 
consequence, Women have so far shown 
how high a value they set on men by 
their discernment in their choice of 
candidates. To Labouchere’s pleasant 
rics they have replied by facta.”

The deceased animals havo, 
of course, been remoyed from the others, 
but what will oventually be done with them 
has not yet been determined, Opportune- 
ly enough the department has just issue t 
a Farmers’ bulletin containing much yalu- 
able information on tuberculosis in cattle, 
writtn.by Dr. Duncan MeKachern, of 
Montreal, the chief veterinary inspector 
Fr Canada. Tho pamphlet recites the 
etatutury obligations resting on own- 
ers of diseased catie, tells what 
rendors cattle susceptible to this afiliction, 
and showsits intercommunacability between 
human beings and animals. Concise in- 
structions are also given for making ths 
tuberculin test, and also for guarding 
against the introduction of the disease, cr 
whon itis too late, for dealing with it and 
preventing its spread any further,- Ottawa 
Special to the Toronto Globe.

On the Impericuse 
when she sailed from Victoria were Mr. E. 


Mr. Charles Harford, whom the Victorians 
know as a man who claims to have located 
the treasure, He “had interested Mr, 
Harris in the matter, aud together they 
had interested the Adiniral and officers ot 
the flagship to such an extent that the 
Admiral decided to make the search, 
Mr. Harris was taken down as the guest of 
the Admiral, and during the voyage the 
men on the vessel knew him as the ‘cor- 
respondent of the New York Herald.” Mr, 
Harford was 4 passenger, whom the men 
knew as the interpreter. It was on October 
14 last that the Imperieuse arrived at 
Cocos Island, and the watch on duty im- 
mediately went ashore armed with spades, 
and acting under the directions of Harford 
they began to dig forthe hidden treasure, 
It was, however, the rainy season, and as 
fast as they dog a holo the water ran in 
and filled it up, Digging was contiuued 
from place to place for two days, but with- 
out success, although several of those who 
were on the watch engaged in the search say 
that the slate covering the hidden place 
of treasure was discovered, ‘The weather 
being very bad and the anchorage entirely 
unsuitable for such a Jarge vessel (the (Im- 
perieuse is a vessel of 8,400 tons), Admir- 
al Palliser then decided to abandon the 
search and sailed northward. When the 
wirship arrived at the Island, Gustave 
Gissler, a German, belonging to Stockton, 
who is also engaged in searching for the 
treasure, was away at Punotas Arena, on 
the Costa Rican coast, with Gus Living- 
stone, one of the Victoriasettlers, who was 
left here by the Aurora expedition. 


Capt Whidden, the other Victorian left 
by the Aurora expedition, bas also Jeft the 
island. The only people on the island are 
two Germans, the wife of one of them and 
the wife of Gissler. This, however, is not 
the final search, for it is believed by many 
of those on the Imperieuse that had she 
stayed o few days longer the treasure 
would have been found.

** Wo had learned to look upon his state- 
ments a8 demonstrated facta, for he had 
never until then enunciated a doctrine that 
had beon found to be incorrect, Acting 
upon this eee it becomes the pro- 
blem to find the method of oxydizing 
toxine without completely destroying it,

People nowadays, he 
said, liked to be gulled ; like to be hum- 
bugyed in politics ; like to be, humbugged 
in religion. If they send a man to Ottawa 
and he tries to think for himself they'll 
say ‘* Ho won't do ;” ifa preacher goes out 
of the old rut people say **He won't do,” 
and leave the church.

A Day in the Capital ef the Province of 
Ontario—Contagious Disease 
> Meport. 


Toronto, Nov. 5.—Dr, P. H. Bryce, 
sccretary of the Provincial Board of 
Health, has recelived the October re- 
tirns ae to contigious diseases form a 
liujority of the municipalities in On- 
tuto, The deaths from. tuberculosis 
Were almost twice as numerous as the 
ceaths from all other diseases combined, 
As far as the incomplete returns show, 
dread consumption caused 37 deaths in 
this city alone, and 48 in the rest of 
the province, while the deaths from au 
ape Causes throughout Ontario were 


An incident of the returns is the re- 
port of a fatal outbreak af whooping 
cough in Olarence Township, Russell 
County. The epidemic has caused four 
deaths in that municipal division, avd 
is still raging there. Whooping cough 
ilso killed one person in Toronto, one in 
onion, and two in the County of Wel- 
and. 

Typhoid fever carried off two people 
at Brockville, four at Ottawa, three in 
Lambton County, six in ‘Toronto, and 
one in each of the following divisions: 
Glengarry County, Perth County, 
Brantford, Whitby, Delhi, Vilsonbury, 
Brant County, Chatham, Norfolk Coun- 
ty, Lennox County, Blgin County and 
Middlesex County. 

Diphtheria took two in Ottawa, five in 
London, three in Essex County, one in 
Sarnia, one in Dunnville, one in Elgin 
County and one in Haldimand County.

Mr. Arthur J. Balfour, the First Lord 
of the Treasury, spoke at Norwico, 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, the Clancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, spoke at Shetleld, 
and Mr, Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary 
of Stute for the Colonies, at Glasgow, 

Mr. Chnmnberlain’s speech was an vli- 
borate defence of the general polloy of 
the Government, Sir Michae! Hicks- 
Beach, who wus the puincipal speaker 
at the cutlers’ banquet at Shettield, 
maintained the attitude he assumed two 
years ago, that England wanted reform 
in military matters rather than an in- 
crease in the army, which he called the 
“costliest in the world.” He said thit 
if it could be shown that an increase 
Was imperative the nation would cheer- 
fully pay the cost, but he wus by vo 
means couvinced that a mere increwe 
of men and expenditure was all that 
wes needed. 

Mr. Balfour at Norwich roundly de- 
nounced Lond Rosebery’s statement 
Monday night at Munchester, that an 
Lipperial zollverem “would weaken the 
Empire internally and excite the per- 
mianent hostility of the whole worl.” 
He said: “It is no concern of foreign 
nations what we do within the BDuwire.’ 
He announced that the Government had 
no desire of aggression on the north- 
west frontier of India, but sought only 
to maintain the present frontier, 

The ‘Times «ill generally hint edi- 
torially to-morrow that “three such 
speakers defending the policy of the 
Government on the sume night suvoecs 
of a waste of energy, and it would have 
‘heen better to spread it over a moderate 
period,”

The trees bad been scattered over a con- 
siderable portion of the western part of the 
Vrovince, The authorities proceeded along 
systematic First, they found out 
bow many trees were Ilmported; next, 
among what centres of distribution these 
had been divided, and lastly, upon what 
farms they bad been planted, This task 
was rendered more dificull by the fact that 
in many cases a frult grower in ove section 
would boy for himself and one or two 
neighbors besides, The necessary Informa- 
tion has now been collected, and a deter 
mined effort wi be made to stamp out 
the nuisance. Hon, John Dryden bas al- 
reudy Instructed Mr. W. M, Orr of Fruit. 
land to make a personal inspection In each 
case, with a view to baving all affected 
trees dewtroyed. Mr. Orr has also re- 
celved authority to Inspect any nurseries 
where the proprictors ask him to do so,

The intending emigrant knows nothing of 
the struggle with the woods, and fuel is fuel 
in old England. The mining of the precious 
motals, the fisheries, potroloam, all are 
open to the settler let them but como. 
Reading these documents, we can only rub 
our eyes and wonder how it is that human 
selfishness allows the Canadian officials to 
disclose the wonders of Eldorado to the 
outer world and invite all mento share 
blessings which we should have them 
to keep asa close preserve for themselves 
and their nearest and dearest friends.” 

Then on ; age 54 we read :—* Those 
who ask why @ connection so one sided, 
8) opposed to the best interests of our 
rice, should be suffered to continue are 
answered, now that che argument of 
prestige 18 given up, that the Canadians 
are loyaland that they hate the Ameri- 
cans, to whom, were if not for us, they 
must inevitably fall. That the Canadians 
hate the Americans can be no reason why 
we should spend blood and treasure in 
protecting them against the consequences 
of their hate. The world should have passed 
the time when local dislikes can be suffered 
to affect our policy towards the other see- 
tion of our race, Canada, perhaps, can 
defend herself, but we most certainly cin- 
not defend her; we provoke much more 
than we assist. 

** As for Onnadian ‘loyalty’ it appears to 
consist largely of hatred towards Awerica, 
for while we are fighting China and con- 
quering Japan, that we might spread free 
trade, our loyal colonists of Canada set up- 
on our goods protective duties of 20 per 
cent., which thee have now in some degree 
removed only that they may get into their 
hands the smuggling trade carried on in 
breach of the laws of our ally, their neigh- 
bor. We might at least fairly insist that 
the connexion should cease, unless Canada 
will remove her duties. 


* At bottom it would seem as though 1io 
one gained by the retention of our hold 
on Canada. Were she independent her 
borders would never again be wasted by 
Fenian hoardes, and she would escape the 
torrible danger of being tho battl+field in 
Which European quarrels are fought ‘out. 
Canada once republican, the Munro doc- 
trine would be satisfied, and its most 
violent partisans would cease to advocate 
the adoption of other than moral means to 
merge her territories in the Union.” 


Evidently Sit Charles Dilke must bayve 
changed his mind since he wrote what wo 
find on page 55 of his book misoamed 
‘Greater Britain,” but he should not 
merely change bet publicly recant and re 
tract before he oan expect to be even 
patiently listoned to by the Canadian peo- 
ple, who can in any public library read for 
themselves the disloyal sentiments which I 
have just quoted, which are only surpassed 
by those which I will quote in closing :— 

‘As itis, any offence towards America 
committed by our agents at any place or 
time, oc arising out of the continual 
changes of policy and of Ministry in Great 
Britain, united to the standing offence of 
maintaining the monarchical principle in 
North America, will bring upon unhappy 
Canada the whole American nation, indig- 
nant in some cause, just or seeming just, 
wid to be met by a people deceived into 
putting their trust in a few regiments of 
British troops, suflicient at the most to 
hold Quebec, and to be backed by rein- 
forcements which could never come in 
tine, did public opinion in Great Britain 
somuch as permit their sailing. In all 
history there is nothing stranger than the 
narrowness of mind that has led us to tee 
in Ounada a piece of England, and in 
America a hostile country. There are 
more sons Of British subjects in America 
than in Canada by far; and tho American 
lioks upon the old country with a pride 
that cannot be shared by « man who looks 
to her to pay his soldiors. 


* The independence of Canada would put 
4n immediate end to much of the American 
J lousy of Great Britsin-—a consideration 
Which of itself should ontweigh any claim 
ta protection which the Canadians can have. 
The position which we have to sot before us 
in Our external dealings is that we are no 
nore fellow-countrymen of the Canadians 
than of the Americans of the 
vo-t.”

My subject also impresses me withthe 
fact that good people sometimes get very 
much frightened. In the tones of these 
disciples as they rushed into the back 
part of the boat I find they are fright- 


ened almost to death. They say, 
“Munster, carest Thou not that we 
perish?” They had no reason to be 


frightened, for Christ was in the boat. 
I suppose if we had been there we 
would have been just a8 much affrighted. 
Perhiups more. 

In all ages very good people get very 
much affrighted. It is often so in our 
day, and men say: “Why, look at the 
bad lectures. Look at the spiritualistic 
socictics. Look at the various errors gu- 
ing over the church of God. We are 
going to founder. The church is going 
to perish. She is going down.” Oh how 
many good people are affrighted. by tri- 
umphant iniquity in our day, and think 
the church of Jesus Christ and the cause 
of righteousness are going to be over- 
thrown, and are just as much affrighted 
as the disciples of my text were affright- 
ed, Don't worry, don't fret, as though 
iniquity were going to triumph over 
righteousness. 

A lion goes into a cavern to sleep, He 
lies down, with his shaggy mane cover- 
Ing the paws. Meanwhile the spiders 
spin & web across the mouth of the cav- 
ern, and say, “We have captured him.” 
Gossamer thread after gossamer threnid 
is spun until the whole front of the cay- 
ern is covered with the spiders’ web, aud 
the spiders say, “The lion is done; the 
lion is fast.” After awhile the lion has 
got through sleeping. He rouses himself, 
he shakes his mane, he walks out iuto 
the sunlight, he does not even know the 
spiders’ web is spun, and with his voice 
he shakes the mountain. 

Some men, spinning their sophistries 
and skepticism about Jesus Christ. le 
Seems to be sleeping. They say: “We 


‘have captured the Lord. He will never 


coine forth again upon the nation. Christ 
is captured and captured foreyer. His 
religion will never make any conquests 
among men.” But after awhile the “lion 
of the tribe of Judah” will rouse Him- 
self and come forth to shape mightily 
the nations. What is a spiders’ web. to 
the aroused lion? Give truth and error a 
fair grapple, and truth will come off 
victor. 

But there wre a great many good peo- 
ple will get affrighted in other re- 
spects. They are affrighted in our day 
about revivals, They say: “Oh, this ts 
a strong religious gale. We are afraid 
the church of God is going to upset, and 
there are going to be a great many peo- 
ple brought into the church that are go- 
ing to be of no use to it.” And they are 
affrighted whenever they see a rey'yal 
taking hold of the churches, 

As though a ship captain with 5000 
bushels of wheat for a cargo should say, 
some day, coming upon deck, “Throw 
overboard all the cargo,” and the sailors 
should say: “Why, captain, what do 
you mean? Throw over all the cargo?’ 





“Oh,” says the captain, “we have a 
peck of chaff that has got into this 
5000 bushels of wheat, and the only 


way to get rid of the chaff is to throw 
all the wheat overboand.” Now, that is 
a great deal wiser than the talk of a 
great many Christians who want to 
throw overboard all the thousands and 
tens of thousands of souls who have 
been brought in through great awaken- 
ings ‘Throw all overboard because there 
is a peck of chaff, a quart of chaff, a 
pint of chaff! I say, let them stay until 
the last day. The Lord will divide the 
chaff from the wheat. 7

Shanks and 
toes are rich yellow, free from feather- 
ing. The hen of the silver laced variety is 
marked similurly to the male, excepting — 
the back and wing, which are whiter in 
male than fomale. The breast of female 
is of much importance in breeding good 
birds. The lacing should be large and 
distinct, the white centers of each 
feather to be free from black or brown 
penciling, 

The Golden Wyandotte is _ marked 
like tho Silver, excepting that the color 
is golden bay and black instead of white 
and black. The white yariety is per- 
haps the favorite of the Wyandotte 
classes, from the fact thatitis not so 
diflicult to breed to feather, the plumage 
being pure white throughout, They are 
for this reason the more practical fowl 
for tho farmer or those who keep poul- 
try for market. The Buff Wyandotte is 
in color a rich, deep, clear buff, uni- 
form in shade throughout, except the 
tail, which is of a deeper buff or cop.

Soft and Hard Food. 


Soft food should not be considered as 
a meal, but only a part thereof, hence 
the fowls should never be given more 
than one-half the quantity they would 
eat. It is necessary at timos to vary the 
ration by the use of soft food, as bran, 
middlings, linseed meal and ground 
meat can best be given in such form, 
but all classes of poultry will eat as 
much as possible at a meal when 
thero is a number of fowls together, as 
they are induced to do so through oom- 
petition. Ducks and turkeys prefer soft 
food, but ohickens are more partial to 
whole grains and other seeds, which 
can be scattered over a wide surface, in 
Which case all hens will share alike. 
To learn how much soft food to give, 
put acertain amountof food in a trough 
find let tho hens eat until they walk 
away satisfied. Weigh the amount left 
over and you will then know the ex- 
act quantity eateu—that is, how much 
they can and willeat, Butthe noxt day 
they should receive not over one-half 
the quuntity eaten- the day before, — 
Rural World.

CROSSING BREEDS, 
To Is Often Harmful and Always Pees 


Polloy. 
It may pay a farmer to endeavor to 
improve « lot of scrab cows by using 
puro bred malos, aa it will bo the beat 
thing he can do if his capital is limited, 
bot any farmer who will use scrub hens 
and begin with them a foundation 
for improvement will lose a year or two 
by so doing, as ho can get fowls or eggs 
of puro breeds at such emall cost that it 
| Will bo really extravagant to retain the 
| scrubs. More effort has been made in 
improving scrub fowls than with large 
stook, but nothing of iniportance has 
becn gained thereby, On tho contrary, 
the uso of sorubs asa foundation has re- 
tardod progress, 

Lhe farmora must firat got rid of tho 
supposition that crossing breeds ia an 
advantage. If they should judiciously 
oross, knowing what they are doing 
thoy might probably accomplish some- 
thiug, but as itis they do more harm 
by crossing than is expected. For in- 
stance, let the farmer have two breeds 
—Plymouth Rooks and Hamburgs. The 
first he finds an excellent market fowl], 
woll up to the average as layers, hardy 
and adapted to nearly all climates. The 
Ramburgs will lay more eggs than the 
Plymouth Rocks (mostly in summer), 
buf are small and hardy in winter. 

Now, if we can combine the produo- 
tive capacity of the Hamburg with the 
hardiness of the Plymouth Rook, the 
furiner considers that he will have a 
superb cross, He doos not stop to con- 
sidcr that the breeders have crossed in 
every possible manner to get the same 
results and that the pure breeds are 
themselves crosses that have been fixed 
in characteristics, nor doos the farmer 
consider that 60 farmers in every 100 
have done just what he is about to do. 

So he makes his cross and gets birds 
that do not lay as well as the Ham- 
bui>s, are not equal to the Plymouth 
Ro: ks in any respect, will not endure 
severe Winters and are of all colors and 
sizcs. Then he ceases, as he makes no 
carcful note of the cross, neglects the 
birds because they become scrubs, his 
interest in pure breeds has passed, and 
he is on the down grade to ruin so far 
as keeping. poultry for the best results 
are concerned,—Farmers’ Guide.

Profit In Poultry, 

The farmer who despises the hens is 
making a big mistake, no matter if he 
is a big grain farmer ora big stockman. 
Appearances aro deceitful, and the last 
few yeurs—yes, for many years—the 
breeder of fowls has made infinitely 
more money, for the amount of money, 
care and thought he has putinto his 
business, than some of his more preten- 
tious brethren. I do not see that the 
prices for fresh eggs and market poultry 

‘haye fallen much for the average of the 

year, notwithstanding the low price of 
corn aud oats. Western farmers had 
better convert more of this grain into 
poultry products. Manufacture the raw 
grain into the finished poultry commod- 
ities. Manufactured articles naturally 
bring larger prices than the oruder prod- 
uots. The great point in producing 
poultry products for critical city mar- 
kets is to raise the best. A poor article 
always disappoints both buyer and sell- 
er, Away with dunghill fowl! Breed 
the variety of poultry that best fits the 
purpose you haye in view. Plymouth 
Rocks and Wyandottes are superb breeds 
to cultivate for market poul Leg- 
horns are fine layers, but of small value 
for cooking in a pot. The American 
Wyandotte of a healthy strain doubtless 
comes as near a good layer and a fine 
market bird as any other single breed. 
If a man is to make a specialty of giy- 
ing the market fresh eggs, let him be 
sure the eggs are fresh, and reach the 
market fresh too, If he sells dressed 
fowls, let him be sure they are fat, 
plump and well dressed. In this way 
trade will grow on one’s hands. —Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean. 





Eges or Meat. 

While all poultrymen and farmers 
raise chickens in the spring it is be- 
cause at that season the hens are more 
inclined to become broody, but the peri- 
od for hatching is in the late fall or 
winter, which is also the most suitable 
season for incubators. The great ob- 
stacle in the production of early broil- 
ers is that the hens will not incubate 
until they are ready to do so of their 
own account. By the use of the inou- 
bator chicks can be hatched at any 
time, It will thus be seen that the ono 
has nothing to do with the other, all 
that is dependent upon the hen boing 
the eggs, and in this respect she has no 
substitute, 

By a division of the two industries, 
for at the present day artificial incuba- 
tion is a great industry, the laying of 
the eggs is done at tho least expense in 
the months following March and ending 
only when molting begins, while hatch- 
ing and raising chickens is done from 
the molting season until March ends. 
Here we have the year divided into two 
periods aud into two separate industries, 
both of which give better results than 
either alone, The incubator cannot lay 
eges, but can batch them, while the hen 
-an lay eggs, but will not batob them 
vntil she so prefers, nor will she act in 
roncert with her companions, as one or 
two hons may bo willing, and the othors 
refuse, —Poultry Keepor,

Around the axle of the wheel, pro- 
tected by steel thimbles, so that there 
Is Ho wear on the rubber, is pneumatic 
tube, blown up the same as pneumatic 
tires. ‘This tube is encased in ao nickel- 
steel frame, to which spokes are at- 
tached. 

The frame, hanging on these inflated 
hubs, cause the rider to rock easily, as 
though he were sitting in a swing. There 
is consequently the least possible vibrae 
tion, jarring and jolting, In running. up 
axainst a ditch the pressure of the frame 
forward is against this inflated tube in 
both hubs, se that is simply spripgs and 
swings, as it were, instend of jolts, which 
is the reason it does not throw the rider 
over the handle bars. 

The pneumatic tube im the hub is so 
well protected that there is absolutely no 
wear upon it; henee it cannot become 
out of order and will last about three 
years. No plugs nor repair kit is neces- 
wary with this bievcke Por this reason 
General Miles, of the United States 
army, is said to have ordered ten of 
the bicycles made with which to experi- 
mont.

The Grand Junction wharf caught fire 
from a spark, but the blaze was put out 
by a fow pails of wacer.

SATURDAY’S SMASHUP. 





A Belleville Man Badly Injured at 
: Kingston. 


In the smashup that occurred at Kings- 
ton on Saturday morning four cars loaded 
with oats, flour, starch and oggs were de- 
railed. The car loeded with oats was com- 
pletely demolished.

The Kingston News of Saturday gives 


‘the following particulars of the injury to 


one of the Belleville auxiliary men ; 

‘* About ten o'clock this morning, as the 
Belleville men were engaged in jacking up 
one of the overturned cars, John Young, a 
machinist in the Grand Trunk shops, 
Belleville, was seriously injured. He was 
under one of the upturned cars, working 
the jack when the machine slipped and the 
end of tho heavy freight train fell on him, 
pivning him to the earth, Fortunately 
the man fell beveath the rails, giving him 
about six inches of space where the car 
could not get at him. The end of the car 
was quickly raised and Mr, Young was 
tenderly lifted up and carried to the wait- 
ing-room at the station. Dr. V. Sullivan 
was suinmoned and after a cursory ex- 
amination of the man found no boner 
broken. His left thigh is badly vruiscd 
and, during the time he remained at the 
station, he suffered terrible agony. On 
arrival of the train from the west, he was 
placed in tho baggage waggon of the 
suburban train and taken to the city, 
where S. Corbett’s ambulance was waiting 
to remove him to the General Hospital. 
He will there be subjected to a more 
critical oxwmination. Dr, Sullivan is of 
the opinion that no bones are broken, but 
that the thigh bone was forecd out of its 
place. Mr. Young is a member of the 
Belleville branch of the Salvation Army. 
He will be confined to the hospital for 
some time,”

hard-working man, He was progressing 
favorably yesterday and it is thought his 
veocvee ell be speedy.

REVOLUTION ON THE G.T.R. 


Compressed Air is Rapidly Driving 


Steam from the Field. 
(Toronto News.) 


A revolution of much moment is being 
rapidly accomplished on the Canadian por- 
tion of the G, T. R. system, Within a short 
space of time compressed air will have tak- 
en the place of steam as a motive power in 
many of the most important tasks perform- 
ed on railways. The idea is that of Me- 
chanical Superintendent Robb, whose 
headquarters are at the Union Station... It 
has, of course, long been known that a ton 
of cual used to provide compressed air would 
furnish more power than the same quant- 
ity of fuél used to produce steam, Mr. 
Robb, however, is the first engineer to ap- 
ply the knowledga on Cauadian railways. 
In fact it is doubtful whether any wide ap- 
plication hes yet been made on these lines 
on this continent. The system is now 
firmly established on the Eastern division 
of the G, T. R. and will soon become gen- 
erally known on the Middle division. It 
is already used in the Toronto shops as well 
asin those at Brockville, Belleville and 
other places. The ultimate object, it goes 
without saying, is economy. Up to the 
present the ashpits in the round houses 
have been empticd by men with spades, 
In the fucure, however, the work. will bo 
performed by means of buckets like those 
usc 1 in dredging, which are placcd in the 
pits and when full raised and emptied by 
the new power. The travellers used (o 
convey heavy pieces of iron work from one 
portion of the shops to another are also 
moved by it, a feature of the improvement 
which can be seon with advantage at the 
Brock street shops. In addition to there 
changes, the sand with which engineers ert 
wont to sprinkle slippery rails is forosd 
through its tube by compressed air. Tho 
most romarkable of the innovations is sti! 
in the preliminary stage. Mr. Robb and 
his atatt are considering # scheme for the 
operating of turn tablos after a new lan.

quires careful handling, -but there is little 
doubt that at an early date steam will again 
bo superseded, Whether the locomotives of 
the Company will ever be driven by com- 
preesed air is « matter which has not yet 
beon approached.

‘The fast freight was in 
charge of. Conductor George Clark, of 
Montreal, -with Engineer Davis, of Belle- 
ville, on the engine. This train runs very 
fast and it bounded along at a good rate of 
speed. Nearing Lansdowne the engineer 
took note of the signals being right to run 
through without stopping. The semaphore 
was down and the station lights favorable. 
He therefore did not slacken steam a 
particle, After settling down to make the 
ran to the next station without a halt, he 
was horrified to sce about fifteen carlengths 
ahead, a train standing on the line on 
which he wasrunning. With barely time 
to reverse the engine he and the fireman 
and front brakeman, who always rides on 
the engine, jumped for their lives and the 
next instant there was a terrible crash with 
broken timbers, etc., flying in all direc- 
tions.”

The essential features of Sir Wilfrid's 
mission were communicated to the ofli 
clals here by persons fully advised of 
the Premier's plans, and it can be wid 
that the suggestion that the decks be 
cleared of existing disputes between 
Canada and the United States met with 
the favor of the administration. 

While the Bebring Sea settlement 
ccensioned the visit of the Ouna- 
dian Premier, the Oanadian it 
thorities attach auch less m 
portance to it than they do to the other 
qiestions mentioned. They say that the 
Canadian sealing interest is confined al- 
most entircly to the far western terrl- 
tory, where the sealers fit owt, und that 
even there a considerable percentage of 
the so-called Canadian sealers hail from 
Seatule, Sun Francisco and other Ameri 
can ports, who fit out in Canadian ports 
under the British flag. What basis of 
settlement ean be reached is not dis- 
closed, but little doubt, it is said, is felt 
by the Canadians that an amicable ad 
justment can be reached. 

Among the pliuns suggested is that of 
an indemnity large enough to permit 
Canada to buy out the sealers and retire 
them from business. Wivh this one, the 
United States, Russia, Japan, Great 
Britain and Canada would be together 
in a suppression of pelagic sealing. ‘There 
is no determination, however, to advance 
this plan in preference to others, and 
the scope of the sctilement will remain 
in doubt until the negotiations open. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier “and his associates 
will urge strongly that the border im- 
migration question be settled, and on this 
point will confer with the President. 
Under the Premier’s direction the Cina 
dian Parliament passed an alien immi- 
gration Iaw last spring, by which Ameri. 
can contractors and American labor were 
barred from comptung in the work on 
the Crow’s Nest Pass Railway, 1 Goy- 
ernment undertaking in Western Canada, 

On the other hand, it is claimed by the 
Canadians that about 5000 Americans 
tre on the Klondike territory belonging 
to Canada, and that fuliy 10,000 Ameri 
cup,contract Inborers are working in the 
mit ® of British Columbia, ‘The United 
Statca immigration laws, it is asserted, 
ure administered with harshness along 
the Canadian border and are a daily 
source of irritation. Sir Wilfrid there- 
fore suggests that the causes of irrita 
tion be remoyed on both sides, and it is 
understood that he is prepared to offer 
a repeal of Canadian restrictions in the 
Wiondike and other regions if the ad: 
ministration of the American law is made 
more lenient, : 

On the matter of reciprocity the gen- 
eral purpose of the negotiations -will be 
to give the United States the benefit 
of the minimiwwn clause of the present 
Canadian law in exchange for the 20 per 
cent, reduction allowed under the Dimg- 
ley law. The desire of Sir Wilfrid and 
his associates will ibe to confine the ars 
rangement to a few important articles, 
allowing time to develop its usefuluess 
and extend its scope. On the part of 
Manada, the articles likely to be propos- 
ed for reciprocity are: Fish, coal, lum- 
ber and barley. On the part of the 
United States the articles likely to tig- 
ure in the negotiations are coa/, coal o}l, 
corn, railway and electrical supplies, 
muchinery of all kinds, agricultnral im- 
plements, native woods, watches, clocks, 
cotton and certain forms of iron «nd 
steel. The QOanadian Jaw permits a 
one-eighth reduction of duties this year, 
and one-fourth reduction next year, to 
Buch countries as give advyantige to 
Canada, At present British goods gt 
this reduction, while American goods Go 


not. 

The North Atlantic fisheries contro- 
versy is of long duration.

WHOLE FAMILY FOUND DEAD, 





A Man Named Dreyfus Who Could Net 


Stand Disgrace to His Name, 


Paris, Noy. 8.—A man named Dreyfus, 
who is believed to be a cousin af Oapr. 
Dreyfus, the deported artillery officer, 
imprisoned on an island off the coust 
of French Guiana; his wife, formerly 
the Countess Ohecuerty, and their three 
daughters, aged respectively 13, 11 and 
7, committed suicide this morning, or 
last night, at their residence, on (the 
Avenue Marceau. ‘The porter of the 
house found their bodies in their apart- 
ments early to-day. They were Tying 
on the floor, in the bedroom of the 
youngest child. Dreyfus left a letter 
for the Commissary of Police of that 
district, enclosing 400 franes, with which 
to defray the expenses of the funeral of 
the family. The deceased husband and 
father was so terribly wpset by the gen- 
tence imposed upon Onpt. Dreyfus that 
he changed his name to that of ‘his wife. 

It is believed that the suicides were 
committed because of recent losses of 
Dreyfus on the Bourse.

8.—Marshal Blanco has 
issued the following edict, officially de 
scribed nsx “expressing the magannimons 
sentiments of the Queen Regent and the 
firm determination of the national Goy 
ernment’: 

“I pardon, in full, all those who have 
been prosecuted for the crime of rebel 
lion. Rebels prosecuted for common 
crimes, independent of rebellion, such as 
spoliation, inumorality and the like, will 
be pardoned as rebels, but judyed for 
other offences committed by them, 

“Those suffering sentences imposed 
prior to the date of this edict will have 
their sentences commuted to a certain 
extent, and perhaps in some cuses jn full.”

“HUYCK WON THEM ALL, 


Four Separate Charges Lodged Against 
a Hotelkeeper of Tweed. 


In August last E. R. Huyck, Hotel- 
keeper, of Tweed, was tried before Police 
Moegistrate Flint for selling liquor on Sun- 
day. The evidence showed that several 
geown men, ono of them a stage driver, ac- 
customed to take care of himself and hs 
passengers, called at Huyck's hotel and sit- 
ting down in the reading room purchasel 
some softdrinks and cigars. After remain- 
ing ashor ttime, they left tho hotel, never 
haying been in the barroom. There hay 
ing been no liquor consumed, the care was 
disuib sed. 

Another prosecution was then commenc 
«d against Hayek for having vielstel the 
Lord's Day Act. This prosecution aloo fail- 
od, the Magistrate holding that this Act did 
not apply to a licensed hotel-keeper, whe 
is not onty permitted to carcy on his busi- 
nes on the Lord's Day, but must do sy 
uuder penalties provided by the Livonre 
Acr. 

Two charges were then brought «ga nst 
Huyck under section seventy-six of the Li- 
conse Act for allowing mivors to linger an | 
loiter in or about bis bar-room, and afer 
heuring the evidence for the fourth timo 
tho Mayistrale convicts Huyek and im- 
proved a fing of $2 and costs in cach case. 

From these convictions Huyck appealed 
to his Honor Judge Loz’er, before whom 
he appeal was argued on the 1st of Novem- 
ber. Mr. Haverson, of the License Hold- 
es’ Association, urgucd the appeal for 
ILuy ck and Mr, Anderson, the County Orown 
Attorney, for tho Tospector After the 
argument judgment was reserved. Monday 
his Honor delivered judgment, quashing 
both convictions. on the ground that there 
was not sulticient, evidence of any lingering 
o+ loiting on the part of the minors. Huyck 
¢ mplains that he should have been prose- 
cuted four times whore ono trial would have 
sutticed to investigate the matter and pro- 
porly deal with it.

Mr. Maclean, M. P., Deals With its 


Relation to Railways and 
Telegraphs. 
Toronto, November 6,—W. F. Maclean, 


M! P., deliverered an address on *'Govern- 
inont Monopoly and its Advantages,” bo- 


fore the Henry George Club last evening. 
The lecture covered a wide range, the argu- 


ment being directed to prove how serious 


a cause of corruption of legislatures, muni- 
cipal representatives and the press, and in 
the United States of the Courtaalso, private 
monopoly is, and how cheaply and officient- 
ly Stato controlled monopoly dues its work. 
If there was a revolution impeuding in the 
States, Mr. Maclean said, qud all the signs 
wore that the day of reckoning would como 
soon, 1b was largely because of the greed, 
corruption and niismanagement of the great 
private monopolics. 

Mr. Maclean urged that the state monopo- 
ly of tho postoflics should be extended to 
the telograph lines and tho express soryice. 
Nationalization of the railways was the ulti- 
mate solution cof transportation problom, 
but in the meatitime the O, P, R. and G, 
T, R. monopolies shouldbe curbed-by the 
oxtonsive of the Intergolonial wostward as 
a government agency for tempering the 
exactions of private railways. “A railway 
rate commission and maximum two-cent 
passage fare woro atops toward the goal in 
view The Government should also keop 
a grip on the coal landa of the Dominion.

CITY AND DISTRICT|BIBLE SOCIETY MEETING. 


A Large Attendance--An Able Address 
by Rey. Dr. Galbraith, 


There was a good attendance at the 
annual meeting of the Belleville Branch of 
the Upper Canada Bible Society in Bridge 
st. church last evening and it proyed both 
interesting and profitable. 

The President, Mr. Robt. Richardson, 
presided, Rev, T. J. Thompsoa opened 
with prayer, after which the reports of the 
Treasurer and Depositor were received and 
adopted. 

Rey. V. H. Cowsert and Rev, J. 8S. 
Trotter both delivered excellent addresses. 

The address of Rey. Dr. Galbraith, local 
agent for the society, was the principal ono 
of the evening. Ho first took up and 
dwelt for some time upon the necessity 
fora divine revelation, and then gave a 
review of the work that had been done by 
the Britigh and Foreign and Upper Canada 
Bible Societies in the different countries of 
the world, especially among the idolatrous 
nations of the east. The revenue of the 
British and Foreign Society for the past 
year had been $1,076,000. It had trans 
lated the scripture into 335 Isnguages and 
dialects, nine more than for previous years. 
It had spent since its organization in 1804 
over $60,000,000 in translating, printing 
and distributing the scriptures. It issued 
4,000,000 copies of the Bible or parts of it 
eyery year. The Uppir Canada Society was 
organized in 1828 and since that time had 
issued nearly two million copies of the 
scriptures at an expense of $1,500,000. 
The income last year was $36,000, of which 
$7,000 was to the British and foreign, $2,- 
500 to the Auxiliary at Quebec to assist in 
the work among the French and the bal- 
ance was spent in distributing the Bible 
throughout the western provinces through 
ten colporteurs.

9.50 o'clock, ‘Che 12 jurymen then took 
thole reapective plaice in the jury box, 
and a few minut later Thorn, hand 
cuffed to Captain Methyen, came in and 
shook hands with hia counsel Ch 
latter informed the prisoner, for the frat 
time, of the confession of Mrs, Nack; 
and Thorn's face fluabed. 

Then Mrs. Nack entered the court 
room. 

She was accompanied by her lawyer 
and Deputy Sherif Debragga.

band. Thorn came there to bourd. 
Thorn and Guldensuppe had a fight ind 
Guldensuppe licked Thorn, Guidensuppe 
kicked Thorn downstairs. Thorn pull- 
ed a revolver and fired one shot at 
Gublensuppe, but did wot hit sim. 
“About fourteen days later,” said Mes. 
Nuck, “a man came to my house for 
Thorn’s clothes. I told the man “hat 
Thorn was sick in the hospital, but gave 
him the clothes. Thorn came back three 
days later, with big fuce and eyes slack 
and blue, and his neck swollen, He 
asked me for money.” 

“Why did he ask you for money?” 
asked Judge Weller. 

“He got no work and I gave him 
money,” felted Mrs, Nack in broken 
English. “When Thorn went away 1 
promised to pay his board bill until he 
could get work. I met Thorn after this 
at 23rd-~atreet and Ninth-avenue, when 
I gave him $20. Thorn was y bitter 
against Guldensuppe and man ted to kill 
him. Thorn said: ‘Woman, I loye you!'” 

“T said: ‘l am a married woman.’”’ ‘I 


know better, you are not,’ repliad 
Thorn. ‘Your busband lives in As- 
toria.” Thorn again said he wanted to 


kill Guldensuppe. I said: ‘Martin, don't 
kill Guldensippe; kill me.’ One day I 
had another talk with Thorn and h 
agai said he would kill Guldensuppe. 
I say no, he say yes. One night Thorn 
and me quirreled. Martin grabbed me 
by the throat and held me till blood 
came from my nose and mowth. 1 then 
bad a talk with Thorn about hiring a 
house at Woodside. We went out to 
see the house and Thorn offered the 
woman who had the key, money but 
she would not take it. We then re- 
turned to the saloon in New York. This 
man owned the Woodside house and 
Thorn paid him $15 in cash for one 
month’s rent of the Woodside house. I 
think Thorn guve the name of Braun 
when he hired the house. Thorn took 
the receipt and told the landlord he did 
not know when he would move in. 

“Then Thorn told me that he would kill 
Rakicns apes in the Ninth-avenue house 
and put his body in a trunk and send 
it away. I said: ‘No, don't do this.’ 
Thorn then told me to bring Gulden- 
suppe to the Woodskle house and he 
would kill him there. I had to do ull 
that Martin told me to do.” 

Gradually the lawyer led the witness 
up to the morning of Friday, June, 25, 
the day that the crime was committed.

York between 9 and 10 o'clock that morn- 
ing, and after they had crossed the 
ferry they boarded a trolley car, which 
left them at the Woodside cottage, “I 
had the key of the house,” she suid.

New York, Nov. 10.—When the court 
re-conyened ‘Thorn took the seat allot- 
ted to him and Mrs. Nack resumed her 
place in the witness chair, In reply to 
Judge Weller’s first question, she sald 
that Martin Thorn had a long-bladed 
knife. 

The telegram, said to be from Gulden- 
suppe, which was introduced earlier in 
the day, was again brought up by the 
people. It was handed to Mrs, Nuck. 

She failed to identify the telegram, 
and it was not admitted in evidence. 

After a few more questions, the wit- 
ness left the stand and was provided 
with a chair a few feet away. 

It was with a big sigh of relief that 
she got down from the witness seat. 
She occupied it from 9.80 in the morning 
until 2.07 in the afternoon, with the ex- 
ception of the adjournment for lunch. 

Ooroner Tuthill of New York was then 
called to prove that the several portious 
of a human body found in the three 
bundles belonged to the same person. 

In cross-examination by Mr, Howe, 
the coroner said that a saw was cer- 
tainly used in the severing of the legs 
and there was every indication that one 
had been used in beheading the body.

Jaurier and Sir Louis Davies to Wash: 
ington, it is understood that Mr. 
Chamberlain forwarded to Lord Aber 
deen last week important recommenda: 
tions on the future trade relations be. 
tween Canada and the United States 
from the Imperial point of view 
Though Mr. Ohamberiain has abandoned 
his zollverein schemes, he would yiew 
with keen di pointment and grave fore 
bodings the ultinute effect of the Bng 
lish attitude towards the Dominion of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier's acceptance of any 
such trade agreement with the States a: 
Mr. Blaine once proposed, involving dis- 
crimination against Bngland, 

Sir Wilfrid Tauren RiGee and Mr 
Fielding, Canada’s Minister of Vinance, 
who is now yisiting London, have given 
definite assurances that Canada never 
would consent to such a diserimination. 
They have not, however, disguised the 
fact that if the United Sates showed s 
neighborly attitude towards Canada, on 
outstanding trade and other questions, 
they would go a long way to meet Wash- 
ington advances, short of discrimination. 
It is believed that they might even go 
so far as to place BEyngland and the 
United States on a tariff equality. This 
would seem to involve the abandonment 
of the policy of a preferential turiff for 
British goods, which, though not yet 
realized, created extraordinary enthus- 
fasm here. Oanadian ministers contend, 
however, that Canada can render no 
greater service to the Empire than by 
pS to restore Anglo-American ae 
cord,

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Big Montreal Concern Negotiating to 
Remove to One of the Several 
Ontario Towns. 































Montreal, Noy. 11.—There is a possibil- 
ity of Montreal losing one of its largest 
industries. ‘The firm of Abbot & OCo., 
rolling mills, who employ several hundred 
men, baye at present under consideration 
offers from a number of Eastern Ontario 
towns, with a view to removing their 
works to ove of these points. 

Mr. A. E. Abbot says that the announce- 
ment the firm would go to Trenton was en- 
tiraly premature. As far as he could say 
at present they would not move, as iv would 
not be to their advantage to do so, but, of 
course, if any such offer were made as 
would make it worth their while to do so, 
they would make the transfer. 

Among the places asking for the works 
are Cornwall, Brockville, Kingston and 
Belleville. Active steps have beon taken 
by Mr. Robt. Weddell, Mayor Morrison 
and the ‘Trenton Town Council. The town 
offers a bonus of $60,000 to the firm, and 
the firm are bound to remain for twenty 
years. Atthe-n'set, and during all this 
time, they are tu employ not less than two 
hundred hands, and the firm promises that 
the number may be raised to six hundred 
as the work increases. ‘The works are to 
cover an area of twenty-seven and one- 
half acres.

Her counsel made her go on 
the stand and tell it to save herself from 
the consequences of the murder she com- 
mitted. When I go on the stand I will 
tell the whole truth without reservation. 
My love for that woman has ruined mo, 
but after what she has done all the love I 
had for her is gone.

The Passing of an Exteemod Bracebridge 
Clergyman at a Ripe Age. 
BRACEBRIDGE, Noy. 11,—Rey. Dr. Clark, 
pastor of the Presbyterian Church kere 
during the past twelve years, died at the 


manse today, after a short illness, in his 
70th year, deeply rogretted by the citizens 
of all classes, The reverned gentloman 
was flways active in every good work 
and his loss will be yery much felt. Dr. 
Clark was bern iy Chatham, N.B., in 
1827, and was educated in’ Halifax, N.S, 
and Glasgow, Scotland. He taught Kng- 
lish and classics in the old Grammar 
School at Toronto, and afterwards studied 
medicine, obtaining his degree from the 
Toronto School of Medicine, and, after 
practising two years in Toronto, he re- 
moved to Paris, Ont., where he was in 
active practice for 22 years, with the ex- 
ception of one year, when he went to 
Brantford and took the position of prinel- 
ml of the Ladies’ College.

In such # discussion the Secre- 
tary of Stateand the Canadian Premier 
found themselyes in much accord. Mr. 
Sherman has long favored the most cor- 
dial relations between the United States 
and Canada, having been, while in the 
Senate, the author of several resolutions in 
that direction.

BAD NEWS FROM INDIA. 


The Punitive Expedition Appears to Have 
Got the Most Punishment. 


SImMLA, Noy. 11.—When the British re

Haytl is Threatened. 

BERLIN, Noy, 11.—The German warshly 
Geflon is under orders to sail for Port au 
Prince, Hayti, this month, in order te 
insist upon redress of the arrest there of 
Herr Lueders, a German subject, and his 
nlawful imprisonment, for which Count 
Schwerin, the German Minister at Port 
au Princo, has demanded an indemnity. 
Leuders is now believed to be in Germany, 
having been released from prison in ordor 
to ayoid further complications upon the 
part of the natives of Portau Prince, who 
threatened to mob the German Legation 
and lynch Lueders, The fitting out of 
the warship is being hastened as much as 
vjossible. The officials of the German 
foreign Office do not believe the matter 
will be adjusted for some tine to come, 
because the Haytian Government has 
assumed a stubborn attitude. The Ger- 
man newspapers are blaming the Govern- 
ment for the delay in bringing Hayti to 
terms, 


Hvitish Battleship Damaged. 

CANEA, Noy. 11.—The first-class British 
battleship Empress of India has met with 
‘serious accident in a gale which is pre- 
valling hore. Her rudder was broken by a 
heavy sea, and her hull was seriously dam- 
aged. Her stern compartinent is full of 
water, She has run for shelter under the 
lee of Standia Island, off the town of Can- 
dia. The battleship Royal Sovereign has 
gone to her assistance.

CARING FOR THE CHILDREN. 


‘@hat the Toronto Aid Society Has Dene 
During the Past Year- Many Con- 
gratulatory Speeches, 

Toronto, Noy. 12,—The sixth annual 
mneoting of the Children’s Aid Society was 
held yesterday afternoon in the schoolroom 
of the Shelter here. 

A Good Record. 

A long and interesting report of the so- 
cloty’s secretary, Mr, J. Stuart Coleman, 
was read by Mr. J. K. Macdonald, from 
which it appeared that the com latnts at 
tended to numbered 1140, involving 1407 
children; the custody of children was as- 
sumed by the society. During the six 
years of its existence 8089 cases, involving 
4496 children, haye been dealt with. Sevy- 
enty children have beon made wards of 
the society, of whom 45 were adopted out, 
one placed out, nine were left in custody 
of parents on condition of the latter's good 
conduct and 15 were awaiting homes on 
September 80, 1597. The total number of 
children placed in foster homes up to Sep- 
tember 80 was 155. The Shelter was 
reported doing good work, haying received 
276 children, of whom 263 had been dis- 
charged and 22 still remained in the 
Shelter.

The people of this city who contributed 
largely in aid of the construction of the 
Grand Junction Railway, afterwards ac- 
quired by the Grand Trunk Railway, have 
watched, with no little degree of alarm, 
the few concessions granted to the city in 
the way of railway accommodation pass 
away, one by one, until Belleville realizes 
virtually little or no benefit for the taxes 
which her people pay annually to meet the 
indebtedness incurred in aid of railway 
construction. 

For some time a market day train was 
run into the city from the northern por- 
tions of the county at reduced fares. This 
concession of a reduction in fares on mar- 
ket days was withdrawn some time ago, 
and, as a result, trade has decreased, and 
farmers drive to the market, or utilize the 
stuges, which run in competition with the 
railway. Now we learn that hereafter the

THE CENTRAL PRISON. 
The Government Decides to Provide the 
Balk of Tis Water Supply. 


Toronto, Noy. 12.—By an Orderin- 
Council the Ontarfo Government has di- 
rected that a water tank of 200,000 wallons 
capacity be at once erected at the Central 
Prison as the basis of a system to protect 
that institution from fire. It is also un- 
derstood that the Goyernment will allow 
the city $5000 instead of $2500 for further 
accommodation from the city waterworks 
system. A 12-inch main {s not considered 
necessary, and instead a new 6-inch main 
will be connected with the city pipes.

The propositions do not 
embody any diplomatic features, but aro 
solely scientific as to the number, habits 
and destruction of the seals. After the ex- 
perts have reconciled their propositions, 
the diplomats will begin to consider the 
larger subject of providing an adequate 
remedy against seal destruction. It is not ; 
expected, however, that this stage will be | 
reached before next week, and thefirst / 
plan of concluding the meeting this week 
has been given up. 

WILL Ask Counter Concessions. 

It is stated upon good authority that the 
Canadians willask a counter concession 
from the United States in the way of a 
guarantee for the protection of the north- 
ern fisheries in return for anyalteration of 
the sealing regulations to which they may 
give their consent. They take the position 
that the fish along the Canadian and New- 
foundland coasts are as much the property 
of Canada as are the seals on the Pribyloff 
Islands the property of the United States, 
and contend that they have as much right 
to make demands for the protection of the | 
fish against American fishermen as the 
American Government have to ask the 
Canadians to agree to further restriction in 
the matter of killing the seals. Their 
specific complaint is that while Canadian 
laws prohibit flishing except within cer- 
tain seasons, the American laws do not 
impose corresponding conditions, and that 
while the taking of the fish can be prohibit- 
ed during the closed seasons within their 
territory it cannot be controlled outside of 
these boundaries. Many of the fish which

If the 
wind blows from the northwest and you 
ask him he will say “Yes,” and jf it 
blow from the northeast and you ask 
him he will say “No.”’ How are we 
then to get the question righteously an- 
swered? Suppose we call all.nations to- 
gether in a great convention on eastern 
or western hemisphere und Iet ull those 
who are in the affirmative say “Aye” and 
all those who are in the negative say 
“No.”" While there would be hundreds 
of thousands who would answer in the 
affirmative, there would be more m llions 
who would answer in the negative, aud 
beeause of the greater number who have 
sorrow and misfortune and trouble the 
“Noes” would haye it. The answer I 
shall give will be different from either 
and yet it will commend itself to all 
who hear me this day as the right an- 
_awer. If you ask me, “Is life worth 
living?” I answer, “Lt all depends upon 
the kind .of life you liye.” 

In the first place, I remark that a life 
of; mere money-getting is always n fai!l- 
nre because you will neyer get as mueh 
as you want. The poorest people in this 
country are the bllifonalete: There is 
not a _scissor-crinder on the streets of 
New York or Brooklyn who is 89 unxious 
to make money as these men who have 
piled up fortunes year after year in 
storehouses, in Government securities, in 
tenement houses, in whole ¢ity blocks. 
You ought to see them jump when they 
henr the fire bell ring, ou ought to 
see them in their excitement when a 
bank explodes. You ought to see the 
agitation when there is proposed a refor- 
mition in the tariff. Their nerves trem 
ble like harp strings, but no music in the 
vibration. They read the reports from 
Wall Street in the morning with a con- 
cernment that threatens paralysis or 
Apoplexy, or, more probably, they have 
a telegraph or a telephone in their own 
house, so they catch every breath of 
change in the money market. ‘The dis- 
ease of accumulation has eaten into 
them—eaten into their heurt, into their 
lungs, into their spleen, into their liver, 
into their bones, 

Chemists have sometimes analyzed the 
human body, and they say it is so much 
mngnesia, so much lime, so much chlor- 
ate of potassium. If some Christian 
chemist would analyze one of these finan- 
cinl behemoths, he would find he is ma ‘ce 
up of copper and gold and silver and zinc 
and lead and coal and iron, That is not 
a life worth living. There are too many 
earthquakes in it, too many agonies in 
it, too many perditions in it. Tey build 
their castles, nnd they open their picture 
galleries, and they summon prima don- 
nas, and they offer every inducement for 
happiness to come and live tuere, but 
happiness will not come. They wend 
footmaned and postillioned equipage to 
bring her. She will not ride to their 
door, They send princely escort. She 
will not take their arm. They make 
their gateways triumphal arches. She 
will not ride under them. ‘Ih ¥ set a 
golden throne before a golden plate. She 
turns away from the banquet. They 
call to her from upholstered balcony. 
She will not listen. Murk you. Mark 
you, this i the fnilure of those who 
lave had large accumulation. 

And then you must take into consider- 
ation that the vast majority of thore who 
make the dominant idea of life money 
getting fall far short of affluence. It is 
estimated that only about two out of a 
hundred business men have anything 
worthy the name of success, A man 
who spends his life with the one domi 
nant idea of financial nccumulation 
spends a life not worth living. 

Sc the idea of worldly approval. it 
that be dominant in man’s life he is 
miserable. Every four years ile two

Early in the summer Dr. J. Walter 
ley Ke explorer for the Bureau of 
Nthnology, with Dr. Walter Hough 
the Wthnological Department of the Nu 
tional Museum, left for portions ‘of 
Arizonn and New Mexico suspected «af 
contiining long hidden  ethnologici! 
treasures, left centuries ago by a pre- 
historic civilization. located In these re- 
fi us through certuin obscure myths and 
traditions contided to the explorers by 
modern tribes of the Pueblo people, 
Their success is attested by hundreds 
of relics and dozens of photographic 
Views, alrendy stored in the National 
Museum, where they will shortly be in- 
atalled for exhibition. : 
Leaving here in June, the two ex 
plorers procecded directly to the eastern 
boundary of Arizona, not far from l’ort 
Ditiance. Accord’ng to the traditions in 
which they had gotten scent of the 
buried treasures to be excavated, there 
once lived in these parts ancient peo- 
ple, said to be relatives of the Auwuil, 
Which tribe, long before the discovery 
of Columbus, cecupied the famous Seven 
Qities of Cibola, found three centuries 
ago by Francisco Vasquez de Coronado, 
in the valleys of the Rio Zuni, 

This forgotten race had built their 
city in the form of one large conrpart- 
ment house of most peculiar architec- 
ture. Houses constructed in tiers, like 
the cells of the honeycomb, formed the 





walls of the city, whose foundations 
outlined a huge butterfly with wings 
outspread. Through the midst of the 


court between flowed a ditch or stresin 
of water, fed by a spring bored exactly 
in the centre. The ground sloping up 
on ¢ither side of this stream to the 
edges of the walls gave to the huge 
structure the internal appearance of a 
double ampitheatre. The windows and 
doorways of the houses had opened to- 
ward the inside court, their back walls, 
forming the walls of the city, being 
probabiy intact. At either side had 
peen left a gateway, and at cither end 
an archway or bridge, through which 
flowed the water of the stream. 

An Indian trader, who had squatted 
here several years ago, was the sole 
occupant of the site of this strange city 
when the explorers found it. This squat- 
ter had torn down all save a small cor- 
ner of the circular walls, of whose 
stones he had built for himself a sub- 
stantial habitation. Previous to his ar- 
rival the ruin had been well preserve, 
Standing to a considerable height. The 
small cells or houses built in the walls 
hod been repeated upward about four 
tiers of stories. The ancient spring 
which once had bubbled in the midst of 
the central courtyard was cleared by 
the ingenious squatter after it had been 
sealed by the Saat of centuries. 

Describing this wonderful ruin Pro- 
fissor Fewkes said: 

“It is known as Kin-Tiel or Broad 
House by the modern tribes in these 
regions, Centuries ago its population 
Was probably as large as that of the 
old Roman of Severus or of ancient 
Trey. We made extensive excavations 
ond found in its ruins a choice collec- 
tion of relics. We dug into the city’s 
cemetery, just outside of the walls, on 
the east, where we found relics of such 
a character as to leave no doubts in our 
minds that the inhabitants were related 
to the ancient Zunii. The pottery was 
decorated with symbols airntiar to those 
found in ancient Zunii ruins, but dit- 
ferent from those of the Moqui, We 
found many skeletons in a fair state of 
preservation. These have been brought 
to Washington. ‘They will be given to a 
specialist, who will make from them 
deductions as to the anatomical charac- 
teristics of the race. 

“To the south of the city we also 
found an ancient shrine, surrounded by 
a circular wall built of rocks of the 
most ious form and color—collected 
from over the entire outlying region. 
On the top were three carved stone 
fetiches representing birds and nnde- 
termined quadrupeds, probably bears. 
A few miles to the north we discovered 
also a cluster of houses. One of the 
Indders with which the ancient inhabit- 
ants had gained their entrance was still 
standing. Portions of the ceiling and 
floor were intact. This was found lo 
be an ancient Zunii ruin. ITt_is calle! 
Kinna-Ztnde, or Tall House, We found 
no signs of European contact in any 
of these ruins. The prehistoric inhabit- 
ants were probably driven out by the 
hostile Apaches or Nayajos, 

“Nearby in the sde of Graham Moun- 
tain we discovered an old cave, for- 
merly used by the ancient people as a 
shrine, wherein sacrifices were made to 
certain of their gods. This bore evid- 
ences of having been long in use, cen- 
turies ago. It had never been visited 
by scientific men before. At the en- 
trance was a flat space where ceremonies 
had probably been performed.

The Guernsey 
cow has kept on her steady way, with 
her larger body, more robust build, rich, 
yellow, natural colored butter and com- 
parative freedom from tuberoulosis, 
Thoso who invest in Guernsey dairy 
cattle seldor change them for any other 
breed. Guernseys are geod enough for 
them. 

The first illustration shows ono of the 
best known old Guernsey bulls in this 
country. It isa picture of Lord Stan- 
ford, the champion Guernsey at the 
World’s fair. The dairy type is bore no 
less powerfully marked than in case of 
the Jersey bull, but the Guernsey is

The peculiar claim of the Guern- 
sey breeders is that on a given amount 
of feed their breed will yield more but- 
ter than any other. 


_ When He Was a Boy. 

When I was a boy, my father had no 
well or cistern in barn or barnyard. 
The cows usually drank in winter from 
a trough at the house well, but many a 
time I have carried water to the barn 
in buokets because I thought it unfit for 
the cows to be out in storm or snow or 
on ice, I early learned that if I took a 
tenkettle of boiling water to the barn 
and added a little of its contents to the 
cold water the cows drank more freely 
aud gaye more milk in consequence. I 
learned, too, that when there was a 
cow fresh in milk during the winter 
there was a profit in adding a few 
shorts or a little meal to the warm wa- 
ter, making a sort of gruel for her. 

T learned tho value of a shed on the 
south side of the barnyard to turn the 
cows into a little while during the day, 
and I learned that if they began to 
shiver by the time the stable was 
cleaned out they would be better off in 
the barn than even in the shed. 

I learned to card and brush the cows 
every day as regularly and carefully as 
I did the horses.—Ames in American 
Cultivator. 


That Futter Shipment. 
Speaking of Secretary Wilson’s sam- 


*ple butter shipment to Great Britain, 


Major Alvord says: 

The report from the agent abroad 
upon the first lot shows that a different 
sort of package from tubs must be nsed, 
aud future shipments will be either in 
square wooden boxes, holding 56 pounds, 
or in splint boxes, holding 7 pounds 
ench, packed four in a case, The 566 
pound boxes are of half inch spruce or 
poplar, 12 inches inside measurement. 
For each box there are two strips of 
purchment paper, 12 inches wide and 4 
feet long, for lining, giving one thick- 
ness at the sides and two at the top 
and bottom. Tho splint boxes are sim- 
ilarly parchment lined and have the 
cover held fast by clamps of tin.

Alvord says, requires the packages to 
be of the aliquot parts of 112 pounds, 
the butter to have but little color, be 
but slightly salted and be of firm tex- 
ture.

General Care 


fuggestions as to odlog, Feediag and 
do vot make extrava 
Select a fow pairs from 
a loft that you know has the typo of 
bird of which you approve. People who 
| brood thoir winners have always good 
atock birds that oan be obtained at rea- 
sonable figures. Carefully breed theso 
| birds for u fow seasons without inter- 
mingling other strains, and you will be 
surprised what improvoment can be 
} made ina very short time. Should signs 
of too close inbreoding appear, go to tho 
game lofts, and, if reliable fanciers, they 
will let you have something of the same 
blood, although wide enough apart to 
suit your purposes, and it is only by this 
means any fancier can hope to fix a 
typo in shape or succeod breeding 
good stock and show birds. 

The bane of the young fancier ia the 
everlasting desire to buy every fresh 
bird he sees and fancies. Ho who does 
this will never make a name for him- 
solf or fix a type in his loft that any as- 
tute fancier could not fail to deteot, 
evon if he saw thom hundreds of milos 
away in another part of the country, 
Moreover, the general result ix a crowd- 
ed loft of mediocre specimens, with 
here and there a good one, with which 
he can do nothing in reproduction. 

Wvery methodical man has his regular 
course of action to pursue when making 
his morning visit to his loft, It is usual, 
to pacify the impationt action of the 
birds, to first supply them with fresh 
food, and then to cleanse and refill the 
drinking fountains. This done, a look 
can be taken at the nests, tosee how the 
sitters are conducting themselves and 
that the young in tho nest have safely 
passed the night, and also to see how the 
paronts are caring for their young. Aft- 
er the birds have been fed and inspected 
aid the nurses given a chance to feed 
the young, then the exits can be openod, 
which in every well regulated loft should 
be closed at night, and the old birds be 
allowed to take sugh open air exercise 
as they are accustomed to. While the 
loft is vacant the usual cleaning cah be 
given and the loft generally set torights. 
Grain that has been scattered from the 
pars or hoppers should be gathered up, 
and, if not soiled, can be winnowed, 
dried and used over again, Many 
pigeons haye a habit of throwing the 
grain from side to side. By this action 
much is thrown on the floor which, if 
not gathered up every day, would be 
wasted. If the day is bright and sunny, 
after this bas all been done a bath can 
be arranged for the birds, and, when 
possible, this is best given out of doors 
and on the ground. If the arrangement 
of the loft is such as not to admit of 
this, then the bathing pans can be 
placed on the floor, These pans can be 
of a size to snit the number of pigeons 
and the conyenience of the fancier. Aft- 
er the morning's work has ,been per- 
formed the birds can be left to them- 
selves and the owner cau go about his 
business. About 12 o'clock a little fresh 
food can be placed in the hoppers or 
pans. This will be enjoyed by the hens, 
which haye now been relieved from 
their incubating duties by the males, 
and, if very warm, fresh water may be 
placed in the fountains. About 4 or 5 
in the afternoon a little hemp, canary 
or rape seed can be given. It is always 
a treat, and birds accustomed to it will 
always be on hand at the allotted time 
to receive it. As the day closes and all 
have chosen their places for the night 
the exits should be closed, and if every- 
thing is found to be in proper condition 
the loft can be closed and fastened to 
await the coming of another day.— 
Poultry Monthly.

It is a mistake to keep tho laying 
hens with those which do not produce 
eggs, for the reason that the layers 
require more food than tbe others and 
do not receive it. Osually when hens 
do not lay they are too fat and should 
be fed on foods containing but little 
grain, and also fed sparingly. Oonse- 
quently when all the hens are together 
the nonproducing hens may become fat- 
ter while the layers do not receive 
enough. It does not pay to feed hens 
that do not given return for the food 
conusumed,—Farm and I’ireside. 


Poultry Points, 

Don’t waste much time trying to cure 
feather eating hens. Decapitation is the 
best remedy. 

Give fresh water daily, and during 
warm weather lot thom have a new sup- 
ply twice a day. 

Unslaked limo is dangerous to have 
about the premises whero poultry are. 
Many oases of enteritis are traceable to 
fowls eating lime in the fresh state. 

Tame fowls are always the most 
profitable. Wild and excitable hens are 
not our best layers, 


Put the date on the eggs as you 
gather them. Careful work in that di- 
tection will mean monoy in your pocket. 

Burr mills aro better than steel mills 
for grinding corn and cob meal together, 

To test skimmilk or buttermilk in 
the special bottles, use double the quan- 
tity of milk and also double the amount 
of acid, and, unless the scale on tho 
neck of the bottle isspecially graduated 
count each space as ouly one-tenth of 1 
per cent instead of two-tenths, as in 
testing full milk in the ordinary bottlo,

MARCHING BACKWARDS. 


How The Daily Mail Accounts for Brit- 
ain's Decreased Exports,

It is further 
proved { the exports of the United 
Kingdom in the same period decreased 
£9,000,000. 

Commenting on ‘this showing, The Daily 
Mail expresses thesopinion that the main 
reasons for this falling off in British trade 
are want of business instinct and want of 
genuine patriotism, “as evidenced by ship 
owners carrying foreigners’ goods at low- 
er rates than Britishers’.’’

AN ELOQUENT SILENCE. 


The Tribune's London Correspondent 
Gives Reasons for the Present Atti 
tude of the British Press. 


New York, Noy. 14.—The London cor- 
correspondent of The Tribune has this to 
say to-day regarding the visit of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier to Washington: 

The silence of the English pross respoct- 
ing Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s mission is elo- 
quent. President MeKinley is not re- 
proached for being an arch-protectionist, 
nor is Secretary Sherman taunted with 
having affronted the dignity of British 
diplomvcy, nor General Foster condemned 
for_his aggressive method of conducting 
the Behring Sea negotiations. Tho ‘Times 
has refrained fora whole week from refer- 

‘ring to any American proposal as either 
“impudent” or “impertinent.” The re- 
citence and self-restraint of the other 
English journals are eqnally impressive. 
Reports that the Canadian Promier will 
endeavor to settle the sealquestion, nego 
tinto a now reciprocity treity and adjust 
other controversies, are repeated Ln special 
despatches, but are not discussed. His pres 
ence in Washington exerta a deterrent 
effect upon English diplomatic methods 
and policies, because his power is recog 
nized. 

If Sir Wilfrid Laurier has exercised at 
Ottawa the privilege of directing Lord 
Salisbury’s course in the sealing dispute, 
he iseyen more powerful at Washington, 
where ho can personally control British 
diplomacy on Aierican questions. Eng 
lish journals do not like to confess that his 
influence is supreme and that the Forcvign 
Office is to follow, so they remain silent 
waiting for the oues which will come from 
his success or failure in arranging a new 
modus vivendi in the Behring Sea or a 
practical reciprocity agreement which may 
have larger commercial results that tho 
differential tarlff for the benefit of British 
manufacturers. Their silence is eloquent, 
because it reveals the truth that the State 
Department must negotiate directly with 
Canada in Anglo-American diplomacy 
Mr. Laurier at Ottawa may havea yeto 
power over the policies of the Foreign 
ONice, but whatever he does in Washing 
ton will be sanctioned by Mr. Chamberlain 
and Lord Salisbury

Charles Perry, the treasurer of the G.T.R., 
and countersigned by General Manager 
Hays. 

The circular calls attention to the fact 
that by a recent provision of the law in 
Quebec, when garnishee proceedings are 
instituted against an employe of the com- 
pany, the latter is compelled to go through 
certain formulas, and states that compli- 
ance will entail 50 much additional ex- 
pense, trouble and risk of loss upon the 
company that in future any employe who 
allows his wages to be seized: for debt will 
draw upon himself the penalty of dis- 
missal unless he makes an arrangement 
with his creditors before the writ is return- 
able, and that the provision will be strictly J 
enforced, The treasurer also complains 
that the number of garnishee writs served 
upon the company in the Province of 
Ontario make it necessary to enforce the 
same rule there. Employes are directed 
that the proper time to protect their 
interests in this respect is when the judg* 
ment is given and not when the writ has 
been served. 

Back to Penitentiary, 

Roland Gideon Israel Barnett was sen- 
tenced Saturday morning to three years in 
penitentiary. Barnett’s offence was the 
withholding of the proceeds of a note for 
$750 consigned to him for discount. He 
discounted the note with James Baxter 
& Co,, and appropriated the proceeds to 
his own purposes. Barnett was one of the 
wreckers of the Central Bank in ‘Toronto, 
and for that offence served seven years in 
penitentiary in Kingston. He was releas- 
ed about two years ago, his term haying 
been shortened a few monted for good 
conduct. Since his release he has been 
engaged in the note-shaying business in 
Buffalo and Montreal.

Ita results are witnessed in half-idle 
shipyards, the sharp decline in the export 
of machines, the loss of many large orders 
and the exhaustion of the financial re- 
sources of the federated trades unions 
which are now dependent upon weekly 
subscriptions from other labor unions, 


SCHOOL QUESTION IN LONDON. 


One Section of the Population is for Ro- 
ligious Teaehing and Another is Not. 


LONDON, Noy. 15.—The struggle for the 
control of London's School Bourd is rag- 
ing flercely, and is growing more intense 4s 
the time for the elections approaches, The 
issues are somewhat inyolyed, but, broad- 
ly, the contending parties are the Pro- 
gressives and the Moderates, and the bone 
of contention is religious teaching in the 
Board schools. The Progressives tend to 
secwlarism, and accuse the Moderates of 
a desire again to bring the people under 
the control of the priests and the Church 
of England. The Moderates admit a desire 
to reintroduce denominational teaching 
in the schools, but they claim a monopoly 
of the desire for economy, so far as con- 
sistent with efficient education. 

The expenditure of the schools under 
the present Board, with a progressive 
majority, shows a rapid increase in the 
cost per child. 


GLADSTONE. 


He Will Write a Great Work Almost at 
His Graveside, 


Lonpon, Noy. 15.—His health permit- 
ting. Mr. Gladstone meditites an important 
biographical work, embracing the lives of 
most of the distinguishee modern divines;

SALISBURY’S GUILDHALL SPEECH.

LONDON, Noy. 18.—The speech of the 
Marquis of Salisbury at the Guildhall on 
Tuebday last, Lord Mayor's Day, again 
proved him to bo past master of saying 
nothing in many soothing words. It was 
essentially a peace speech and did not con- 
tain a single indication as to how far the 
Government is prepared to go in Indian, 
Egyptian, Soudan or Niger affatrs beyond 
a general ‘what cam be done, will be 
done."’ Even the Supposed menace to 
France has since been explained and was 
not intended to excite French feelings, 

The Premier's utterance on the subject

IN THE MOUNDS 
OF LOUISIANA 


ARE DISTINCT TRACES FOUND OF A 
LOST RACE. 


An Antiquity of 1000 Years Given Them, 
and Prof, Beyer, Whe Made the Dis 


coveries, Suys Lhey Were a Poopleo 


Different Krom the Indians of the 


Columbian Discovery, 


Goorge LB. Beyer of Tulane University 
hus just returned from his explorttion 
of the so-called Indian mounds along Ked 
Aiver, and between that stream aud the 
Mississippi, in Franklin, Natchitoches, 
und other neighboring parishes, which 
he investigated for Lulune Univevsity 
nud the Louisiana Historical Suciety. He 
Was engaged in the work for more than 
tive weeks, and he might have stayed ten 
tines as long, for he found the mounds 
far more common than he expected; so 
common, in fact, as to indicate that the 
alluvial lands of the Red River and the 
country between that stream and the 
Mississippi must have beeu fur more 
densely populated at the time the monnds 
Were built than when the white nian 
pushed his way into the country. 

Vrof, Beyer was chosen for this work 
because of his retent great success in 
exploring the Catahoula mounds, also in 
the great swamp? The latter he exam- 
ined far more thoroughly than any pre- 
vious explorer, and he was uble to show 
that each mound was not a single body 
erected at one time, but, like Schiie- 
mann’s Ilium, a succession of mounds or 
settlements built one on top of the other, 
He was able to distinguish the several 
Jayers of earth, shell, and clay deposited 
ut different times, and to demonstrate 
a greater antiquity for the mounds than 
had been supposed—an antiquXy of at 
least 1000 years. The skeletons and im- 
plements discovered proyed further that 
the inhabitants of these mounds were 
not of the race of the ordinary red In- 
dians who were found there by the 
French and Spanish explorers, but a rice 
akin to the Aztecs or Toltecs, of a more 
ents disposition than the neighboring 
ndians and originally. more civilized. 
‘They had apparently been forced into 
the great swamp by the surrouding In- 
dian tribes, and their civilization hud de- 
teriorated under the unfayorable condi- 
tions in which they lived, 

Prof. Beyer’s later explorations con- 
firmed his former ones, or rather showed 
that there were two varicties of inounds 
in the country he explored, one vu-itty, 
on the higher land, apparently erected 
by Indians and used mainly for burial 
purposes; the other buflt by a more an- 
cient race, and containing skulls of the 
same kind as those found in Catahoula. 
The Indian mounds Contained a large 
number of skeletons with heads distine- 
tively Indian, arrows, tomahawks, etc, 
The other mounds were in the~swamps 
or lakes, like those of Mexico. Such 
lakes were once abundant along the 
Red River, but nearly all have been 
drained dry to-day by the removal of 
the Red River raft. The number of 
these mounds fairly staggered Prof. 
Beyer. On Brown's Bayou, in Natchi- 
toches, he found no fewer than fifty 
clustered together and extending a dis- 
tance of two miles from Brown's Bayou 
to Little Deer Creek. They were so close 
together—only 50 feet apart—as to make 
what must have been in old days a set- 
tlement er town. There were beyond 
them a number of scattering maunds in 
the swamp, but these 50 were built with 
something like geometrical precision und 
regularity, A large mound, known us 
the Brannin Mound, and the only ree- 
tungular one west of the Mississippi, 
seemed to haye been a temple or point 
of observation, I¢ was much higher 
than the others, and conimanuded a_ fine 
yiew of the surrounding country. There 
were evidences that a fire had been kept 
lighted on it, either for religious pur- 
poses or to give warning to the neigh 
boring settlements. At the time these 
mounds were erected all the surrounding 
country was subject to overflow, or rath 
er must have been onder water all the 
time, so that the settlement was origin- 
ally an American Venice, with eanals 
between the several islands. The mounds 
had been built at different times, the 
original material used being shells, and 
subsequently clay and snd. Unlike the 
lidinn mounds, there wére no skele‘ons 
in them, and few relies of any kind, 
The mounds were evideutly erected for 
pirposes of refuge from the water, and 

imply to live on, and, except the central 
. were not for burial or religious pur- 
poses. 

Other similar clusters of mounds were 
found in the surrounding county, At 
Clear Lake was nu lJargé round signal 
mound, and around it fifty mounds, all 
lying in the bed of Clear Lake and under 
the direct control of the big mound. Thy 
latter commanded u« range of from 20 
to 30 miles of the circumjacent country, 

Some handsome were found 
there, and pottery identical in characte 
and design with that found among the 
nboriginea of the Lesser Antilles. Only 
t few akulls, however, were obtained, 
but showed the mound people 
have been of the same race os those in 
Catohoula parish in Lake Larto, and of 
the Indian type found in the country by 
the first white explorers, 

At Cemo a mound 600 feet long was 
explored, but like most of those in the 
swamp yielded very little os the result 
of excavation Into it

More Time Required. 

The delegates to the Behring Sea meet- 
ing had confidently expected to bring their 
lubors to a close to-day, but after two ar- 
duous sessions, lasting until 5.80 this eyen- 
ing, the experts had not been able to re- 
concile all their differences. It was deter- 
mined, therefore, to continue the meeting 
to-morrow. Up to the time of closing to- 
day the experts had made good progress. 
reaching an agreement on all but three or 
four reserved propositions. These, it is ex- 
pected, cun be agreed upon in the morn- 
ing session to-morrow, so that the expert 
report can be signed and the meeting con- 
cluded so far as thé experts are concerned, 
This will make available all the data 
necessury for considering the vital diploma- 
tic question of stopping pelagic sealing.

Wilfrid Laurier aud Sir Louls Davies will 
meet to-morrow afternoon to go over the

The outcome of this diplomatic meeting 
continues to be muoh in doubt, It was 
intimated to-night that the Canadians 
might make a counter-proposition, not 
going so faras the American representa- 
tives desired in the way of limiting pelagic 
sealing, but yet offering a possible ground 
for amicable adjustment, Equally rell- 
able sources stated that, if the issue as- 
sumed the form of pelagic sealing or no 
pelagic sealing, as now seems likely, it 
would be extremely difficult to reconcile 
the differences. In view of the continu- 
ance of the meeting Sir Wilfrid and Sir 
Louis will not leave until to-morrow night 
or Wednesday,

a Brilliant Brit 


The Storming of the Dargal Kilgo-One 
of the Event That Will Go Dows 
in Bfisntory use One of the Gloriou 
Ievonts of the Pritish Armae—Ihe Gor

range, the British retired upon Shinware, 
and the enemy, greatly reinforced, ro ocou 
Pled Dargai Ridge, On Wednesday fol 
lowing General Biggs sent the second 
division to dislodge the tribesmen, The 
position was & vory strong one, the cnemy 
ocoupying the summit of a precipitous hill 
The top of this hill could be reached only 
by a singlo path, along which the attack 
ing force, at first consisting of a Ghurka 
regiment, the Derbyshfre regiment and 
the Dorsetahire regiment, was obliged to 
climb in Indian file, while three batterios 
of artillery shelled the tronchments of the 
hill men, 

Dargal Ridge, from the direction of the 
assault, presents a frontal of about u mile, 
the left end of which is rock for 200 yards, 
In spite of the diffoulty of the assent, the 
movements of the British troops were fatr- 
ly well covered, except in the cuse of a dip, 
or small yalloy, 100 to 150 yards wide, 
about half way up the ridge, and oxposed 
to direct flre from the cliffs, When the 
Ghurkas reached this flre zonv, immedi- 
ately the top of the cliffs burst out into 
flame, fora thousand tribesmen had re- 
served the fire of their rifles until that 
moment, 

Though decimated the little mountain- 
eers struggled across the dip and reached 
the shelter of a few rocks. Then, led by 
their officers, they made a dash for the coy- 
er of the oliffside. But the others could 
not follow, and the enemy, with true mill- 
tary instinct, reserved their fire, Though 
the remainder of the Ghurkas, the Derby- 
shires and the Dorsetshires appeared on 
the fringe of the dip, yet to step into the 
fire zone meant death. But the Dorset- 
shires again tried to advance to the support 
of the Ghurkas. 
into the open space, only todrop before the 
other side could be reached. Already the 
little dip was strewn with corpses, and 
so bloodthirsty were the enemy that 
& wounded man had but to moye a Limb 
to become the target of a dozen imarks- 
men. Reluctantly, the senior officer 
heliographed down to the main body of 
the British troops that the passage could 
not bemade. At this juncture, General 
Kempster ordered the Gordon Highlanders 
to the front. It was then four o’clock in 
the afternoon and over 100 men had al- 
ready fallen, The enemy were shouting 
their defiance and waying their standards, 
confident of their position and certain of 
success, 

But the Gordon Highlanders had yet to 
be reckoned with. 

Rapidly forming his brave men, and 
after his now historic speech, ‘‘Men of the 
Gordon Highlanders our general says that 
position must be taken at all costs. ‘he 
Gordon Highlanders will take it,’’ Colonel 
Mathias, the commander, dashed out at 
the head of his regiment. In a moment 
they were across, carrying everything 
with them in their onrush, storming the 
ridge with a resolution that was resistless 
and beating down all opposition. 

When Colonel Mathias gave the order 
to advance, the pipers of the Highlanders 
followed, striking up ‘‘Cock of the North,” 
and with a shout the leading company of 
kilted men was into the fire zno. A 
stream of lead swept over, through and 
past thom, bullets churning up the dust, 
which half hid the rushing men. 

Piper Findlater was among the first to 
show the way across the deadly strip of 
ground, and when, after traversing but a 
few yards, he was laid low by a shot 
through both legs, he managed to prop 
himself up against a boulder and con- 
tinued with unabated energy the stirring 
music of his pipes. Men kept pouring into 


the passage and the leaders struggled 


across to the cover. Then there wasa lull, 
and, as one paper remarks; ‘‘One had time 


to see how cruel had been the slaughter.” 


Then, with a second cheer, the mixed 
troops streamed across and the enemy, 
seeing the barrier swept away, left their 
loopholes and rock barricades and fled pre- 
cipitately down the reyerse slopes, without 
waiting for the line of cold steel which wus 
then nearly on the crest of the ridge, 

Piper Findlater has been recommended 
for the Victoria Cross. Captain Robinson 
of the Ghurkas acted with the greatest 
gallantry. After leading his men across 
the fire zone to the cover and finding the 
force there insufficient, he returned over 
the death trap alone, and was mortally 
wounded while leading the second Ghur- 
kas to support the first body of that regi- 
ment. 





DESPERATE TACTICS. 


The Liberal Varty Kjecting Tory Office 

Holders in Hamilton~May Influence 

the Coming Provincial Elections. 

HAMILTON, Noy. 16.—(Spocial.)—Thi 
Liberal purty is evidently bidding for city 
yotes at the forthcoming Provincial con 
test by holding out the inducement o 
rewards, The city jobs are all filled, so if 
proceeds to eject a Tory holder. The latest 
instance isthe dismissal of Mr, D. Nei 
gan, landing writer at the Grand Trunk 
since December, 189.

Regarding the Question of 
Schools in Manitoba. 


The Points ofthe Argument Which Hl« 
Holiness Advances in Fayor of Separ- 
ate Schools—Cuatholics Must Not At- 
tend the Public Schoels, But Must 
Obediontly and Loyally Support Their 
Own School System—Thoir Claims to 
Constitutional Rights. 


MONTREAL, Noy. 16.—(Special).—The 
Star's correspondent in London wires the 
following: 

‘he Pope's utterances on the Laurier- 
Greenway Manitoba school settlement 
will be promulgated on Wednesday of 
this week. In the meantime I learn on 
unimpeachable authority the points of 
His Holiness’s decision. ‘he utterance 
deals very exhaustively with the facts of 
the case, tracing them in detail, to sup- 
port what is claimed as the undoubted 
right of the Manitoba Roman Catholics to 
Separate schools, and showing also the 
alleged infringement of this right by the 
action of the Manitoba Legislature. 

The Pope declares that the Roman 
Catholics must not attend the Publio 
schools; that they must, like Roman 
Catholics everywhere, loyally and obed- 
jently support their own school system, 
even where the state refuses to assist. 

The Supreme Pontiff declares that no 
Opportunity must be lost of asserting the 
claims of Roman Catholics to the full en- 
joyment of their constitutional rights. 
Still, His Holiness advises the Manitoba 
Catholics not te be too graspiug and ag- 
gressive, but pursuasively, amd by all 

methods, to impress the justice 
and fairness of their temporarily lest

full rights may be restored. 

Commenting on the above, The Star 
says: “It isnot to be expected that the 
Pope's decision will have any great effect 
upon the political Situation in Canada. 
Those Protestants who were disposed to 
recognize the right or to concede the prL 
vilege of Separate schools to tho Roman 
Catholic minority, will not feel like forc- 
ing Separate schools upon that minority, 
simply because the Pope refuses to accept 
the sunny settlement. Tho Conservative 
party sacrificed office and imperilled its ex- 
istence to give the Roman Catholics a 
right, or a privilege, which was re 
jected by Catholic yotes, The school 
question then, of course, became 
o dead issue for the Conservative 
party. The Catholics who, for politi- 
cal reasons, accepted the sunny settlement, 
knowing it to bea fraud and a sham, will 
not feel like sacrificing their political 
interests because the head of their church 
has condemned the settlement. That there 
is any probability whatever of Roman 
Catholic shools being re-established in 
Manitoba at the public expense may bo re- 
garded as hopeless. The great majority of 
the Canadian electorate is Protestant, and, 
while many Canadian Protestants haye 
shown themselves disposed to recognize 
to the full the constitutional rights of 
their Roman Catholic fellow-countrymen, 
we doubt if they will be disposed to recog- 
nize the rights of any forcign potentate, 
however exalted, and however much they 
may respect him personally, to dictate the 
settlement of Canadian constitutional 
questions.”

THE KLONDIKE. 
Mr. W. T. Cookie Lecture on the 


Wealth of the Far West. 


Not more than one hundred people 
assembled in the City Hall last evening to 
hear Mr. W. 1. Cooksley’s lecture on 
“The Klondike and British Columbia.” 
Mr. J. J. B. Flint acted as Chairman and 
briefly introduced the lecturer. 

Mr. Cooksley began by saying he was 
pleased to speak under the auspices of the 
Ancient Order of United Workmen and 
a'so pleased to bring greetings from the 
province of the setting sun. His lecture 
consisted chiefly of views in British 
Columbia and Alaska and a brief descrip- 
tion of each. He showed on the canvas 
Winnipeg in its boom days, scenes along 
the O.P.R. (which he said was the best 
trains-continental road in America) up to 
the rockies, Then he took his audience 
down into East and Wost Kootenay and 
showed them some of the famous names of 
which they had read in the press during 
the past two years. Speaking of the 
Indians of British Columbia he said they 
were a credit to the country, as they were 
a thrifty, hard working class, altogether 
unlike those of the North West Territories. 
Mr. Cooksloy put on the canvas views of 
Trail, Rossland, Nelson, Vernon, and 
other towns of British Columbia, with 
many of the principal mines in their 
vicinity. 

His views of Klondike began at Juneau, 
and the audience were shown the famous 
Lynn Canal, White Pass, Skagway, Chil- 
koot Pass, Luke Lindeman, Lake Bennett, 
White Horse rapids, the Yukon, Dawson 
City, Forty Mile Creek and Fort Cudahy, 
If the views give a faithful picture of the 
country they would quell the gold fever in 

many an eastern gold seeker's heart. 

The lectnrer concluded with a few views 
showing the magnitude and importance of 
the British Columbia fisheries The lecture 
was interesting and instructive, as very 
few of the audience had any idea of the diffi- 
culties experienced by the intrepid miners 
who are takeng the precious metal from the 
mountains and vales in the far west,

To Effect Final Adjustment. 


An understanding has thus been reached 
by which the sealing experts hope, at a 
later day, to effect final adjustment, not 
only of the Behring Sea question, but of 
other pending border controversies. For 
the present, however, no final action was 
taken as to the suspension of pelagic seal- 
ing. The Canadians urged that other 
questions be embraced in any plan of 
settlement, and suggested an international 
commission to accomplish this end. This 
proposition was fully discussed and an 
Sgreement reached that the Canadian 
oftich’'s would put their views in writing 
afte. turning to Ottawa and submit 
them to the authorities here. All parties 
concerned say that the outlook is fayorable 
to 4 satisfactory adjustment, 

Gathering of Diplomats. 

Following the agreement of the experts 
the diplomatic officials assembled ut Gen- 
eral Foster’s house to discuss the larger 
question of putting an end to pelagic seal- 
ingand of settling other border contro- 
versies, Owing to the illness of Sir Julian 
Pauncefote the British Government was 
represented by the First Secretary of the 
British Embassy, Mr. Adam, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and Sir Louis Davies were present 
in behalf of Canada. 


The Commission Plan. 

The plan of an international commis- 
sion was discussed at great length. The 
Canadians felt that the commission afford- 
ed the best means of reconciling all differ- 


ences and of opening the way to recipro- ! 


clty. A final understanding was reached, 
therefore, that the Canadian proposition 
should be reduced to writing, as a basis 
for further negotiations. This closed the 
conference, 

Sir Wilfrid and Sir Louis left this morn- 
ing for Ottawa.

Dr. Sproule, Col Matheson 
and Others Are With Him 
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A Tlousing Meeting at Which the Reeord 
of the IMardy-Re Government 1 
Shown up in Goo TStyle Dr. Spraute's 
Strong Addeoss on the Governmont's 
Lumber Manipulation=Direct Taxa 
tion for the Province

between 800 and 400, The Music Hall was 
nicely decorated for the occasion 

\ procession was formed at the hotel 
and, headed by the Chesterville Brass 

Band, wa followed by J. P. Whitney, 

M. P. P Dr, Sproule, M. P.; A. Broder, 

M. P., and Col. Matheson, M. P. P,, and 


many local politicians, who marched to 
the Music Hall, 

Mr. Goorgo Annable was called to the 
chair, and, being one of tho oldest Con 
servatives in the section, claimed he never 
gave other than a Conservative vote. Hoe 
called upon Dr, Sproule, who spoke for 
about 40 minutes, and Vigorourly issailed 
the Ontario Government. He paid many 
compliments to the present Jeador of 
the Opposition, and said he was received 
everywhere with opon arms and was the 
most popular man in Ontario. He pro- 
ceeded to give reasons for a change of 


government in Ontario. Twonty-five 
years ago the present crowd took 
charge of the stato handed over 


by the people to govern economically and 
under most favorable circumstances start- 
ed with $4,000,000 surplus capital resery od, 
sufficient to run the country well, and 
Sandfleld Macdonald had sayed $760,000 a 
year. He proceeded to proye the province 
to be in debt. The Hardy-Ross Govyern- 
ment professed economy, but had not prac- 
tised it, bringing, as a result, the prospect 
of direct taxation. They were putting a 
tax on commercial men and tayernkeepers 
and others, and everything was squan- 
dered. Our pine lands were all sold and 
eee of timber for Michigan saw- 
mils and our laboring men gone, He in- 
stanced Collingwood and Midland—400 
men idle, mills shut down, silent as the 
graye, and rafts of timber and logs going 
over to Michigan. Hundreds of thousands 
of logs were being sent annually out of the 
country, and our men sent back by alien 
labor laws. He had advocated time after 
time that the logs must be manufactured 
in Canada. He instanced the Spanish River 
export from May 4 to June 12 last, From 
that port 18 rafts of logs, 50,000,000 feet 
of lumber, to help enrich Michigan lum- 
bermen, gone out, and nota cent spent in 
Canada, Steamboats, railways and labor- 
ing men were receiving no heneflt. This 
season 650,000,000 feet of lumber in logs had 
been exported, sufficient to give 8000 men 
work to handle it. Hoe accused the Ontario 
Government of holding a private confer- 
once with Michiganlumber men to devise 
the best means of settling this question. 
The natural assumption was that it was 
satisfactory to Michigan men, but not to 
Ontario, All the mills at Parry Sound 
were idle, all the logs going over to Michi- 
gan. Many parts of Ontario were suffer- 
ing. The present Government mismanaged 
affairs, and raised more money when they 
got hard up by getting at the tavernkeep- 
ers. Over 303 inspectors and commission- 
ers were now officers and agents of the 
Government. At one meeting in the west 
47 Ontario Government officials attended, 
and they were the only interrupters he 
had, Offices had been created by the 
Government by the thousands. Power 
was taken from the judges and centered in 
themselyes; 849 new offices were filled by 
friends. There would soon be 8000 agents 
paid by the Government to fortify them- 
selves. Anarmy of agents would be let 
loosé in Ontario colonization roads 
schemes, and in one constitutency 600 
overseers Were paid % to $3 a day. 

In dealing with education he said a 
great wrong had been done. The depart- 
ment was run ina political channel, and 
at present there was nothing to prevent 
direct taxation. 

Col. Matheson's Speech. 

Col. Matheson, M. P. P., was the next 
speaker, ui... «alt principally with finan- 
cial and educational matters. He com- 
plained that the Government accounts 
give neither detailed nor itemized state- 
ments, and the Government obstructed 
the committee in making an examination 
before the Public Accounts Committee, 
In the accounts of the Prison Inspector, 
Dr. Chamberlain, he told’ about the field 
glass and insurance policy charged up in 
this account to the country, and said the 
‘Doctor always takes a single railway fare. 
For the lost three years the receipts failed 
to meet the expenditure by $1,200,000. The 
estimated expenditure this year was $653,- 
000 less than the income, and the result 
would be direct taxation. The Govern- 
ment do not deny a $212,000 dificit in one 
year. The deficit is now $5,000,000, in- 
stead of there being a $5,000,000 surplus, 
| Ghe Government claimed that Ontario was 

free from debt, while the fact was we were 
owing $5,000,000, 


In educational affairs the biggest ras- 
cality was the monopoly in books. Book- 
Sellers tell him books could be a quarter 
toa half less. Authors received a royalty 
of 15 per cant. on retail prices. Robert- 
son’s algebra royalty was 11 1-4 cents on 
each book, about $1500 per year, or $15,000 

in ten years, and it was not worth ovor 
$500, He contrasted tho price of Irish pub- 
lications with Lrish and Ontario prices. 
Our first book, 64 pages, price 10 cents; 
Iriah first and second bound together, 4 
pages cloth, two pence, or four cents; paper, 
11-2 pence, or three cents, sold separately, 
each part for one penny, or two cents, 
making a difference of six or seven thou- 
sand dollars a year in the province. He ine 
stanced the High school readers, geography 
and other publications to show the great 
difference in cost, allin favor of Lreland.

CANADA TAKES LONG CHANCES. 








Grants an Important Privilege to the 
States Without Stipulating for Any 
Benefit in Return. 


OrTTawa, Noy. 17.—An Order-in-Council 
has just been passed which will permit 
‘American’? fishing vessels on the Paciflo 
coast to Iand their fish from the deep sea 
at Canadian ports and have them exported 
in bond to the United States, 

The city of Vancouver has been for some 
time past pressing upon the Government 
to permit this, as it would bring a large 
trade to their port which at present is done 
at American" ports. On the other hand, 
the city of Victoria is not in favor of it. 

Some time ago Sir Louis Dayies made 
a recommendation to the Council to give 
the permission for six months, The mat- 
ter was referred to the Customs Depart- 
ment te have the necessary arrangements 
made. This has now been done, and in- 
structions haye been forwarded to the col- 
lectors of customson the Pacific coast to 
permit the landing of fish from the deep 
sea and exporting them in bond to the 
United States for six months only. 

As there is no arrangement for purchas- 
ing supplies, it is doubtful how the order 
will work. 

Sir Charles Sails To-day. 


Sir Charles Tupper sails for England 
from New York to-day. He goes on min- 
ing business. It is understood that Sir 
Charles purchased some valuable mining 
properties in Rossland recently. 

Sentenced For Making False Coin. 


Chicf Sherwood has received word that 
Camille Perrier, on being arraigned before 
Judge Deacon, pleaded guilty to making, 
having in possession and uttering false 
coin. He was sentenced to five years for 
the first count and two years for each of 
the other counts, the sentences to run con- 
secutively, making nine years in all. 

The La Canadienne’s Damages. 

The official inspection of La Canadienne, 
to assess the damages, will take place at 
Quebec to-day. The Marine Department 
will be represented by Messrs. Joseph 
Leuseus and Pierre D. Brunel of Quebec. 

Grenier’s Release. 

The order for {he release of W. A. Gren- 
ior was signed here yesterday afternoon, 
and will be in Montreal to-day.

A Busy Factory. 


At no time during a human life is the 
whole body at rest, From the moment the 
first blood corpuscle begins to oscillate in 
the primary blood vessel, until the last sigh 
dies away in the stillness of death, there is 
no such thing as complete rest.

Even while we sleep there aro laborers in- 
side of us at work repairing the whole ma- 
chinery, replacing # worn out cog here and 
there, and sweeping out the dust and debris 
caused by thefriction. For the body, man- 
aged by the mind within, it may bo likened 
toa great factory turning out thoughts, 
words and deeds. 

But there must be more or less extended 
rest all the time; the most important means 
cf attaining it being-tirod Nature's sweot 
restorer, balmy sleep: Somebody has said 
‘Six hours for a woman, seven for a man, 
and eight for a fool.” The writer of these 
lines is supposed to be a man, but confess. 
es his love for the fool's share of sleep.

To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER. 


Srr,—The excellent and authoritative 
pamphlet on city streets now being freely 
distributed states that “the roads of some 
townships are better than the streets of the 
towns into which they converge.” Does any 
city or town in all Canada afford a more 
striking Ulastration of the truth of this 
statement than does Belleville? Are there 
any more disgraceful highways (so called) 
of traffic in Ontario than Dundas street east 
and the Trenton Road west to the City 
limits? And is there any city which actu- 
ally loses more in dollars and cents throvgh 
this neglect or this deliberate deflection of 
the funds toside issues (whichever it may 
be) than does Belleville? Year after year 


the attention of successive generations of | _ 


Aldermen has been called to the need of 
rmanent improvements as distinguished 
rom costly patchwork (a repeating decl- 


mal), Year after year the relatively 
supreme importance of the mata 
arteries of approach to the city, 


as contrasted with the small byways, has 
been called to the attention of committees, 
yet scarcely eyen repairs are done to the 
eastern and western avenues of trade of 
this city, and in Spring and fall they are in 
parts almost (as now) impassable. The fact 
is that rather than risk broken vehicles or 
miring, and also through justifiable irrita- 
tion, mavy refuse to trade in the city, 
through the mud'!y wavot of welcome ac- 
corded them, Trade is sensitive and will 
not be jolted. But apart from this, the pub- 
lic character of the city Is gauged from its 
main features, and certainly strangers 
would say if asked now to drive into Belle- 
ville, that there is no proper pride, no pres- 
tige to be maintained, and thatall the evi- 
dences of a* +i’ loa ship” are distressfully 
apparent “‘on ti. roads.” Itisnot so as a 
matter of fac’, but the penn}-wise, pound- 
foolish doctiine that has goyerned, leads to 
these appearances by which men judge, 

Let us discuss as a factor in the city’s 
prosperity vot merely railroads and race 
tracks, but also ordinary every day wheel 
roads. No doubt Mr. Hulme does the best 
he can with his divisible appropriation, but 
but he has to divide himself into 21. 

The pamphlet of Mr. Campbell, C. B., will 
do great good if applied righe here at home, 
What I haye always contended in public 
and private is that the costly method of 
Ward expenditure, and the sectional sand- 
wiching of the Board of Works, is a disas- 
trous policy. Nor is it necessary that one 
year should bear all the cost of permanent 
roadbeds. Let posterity bear its share, for 
the benefit will be future as well as Imme- 
diate. This year furnishes us with 
an object lesson of socalled economy. 
We'haye gone to all the expense 
(a couple of hundred dollars) to pass a 
small Debenture By-Law for deficiencies 
accumulated. The same machinery, the 
same expense, could have raised ample to 
provide for the city’s means of progress— 
working capital at a low rate—and we must 
either progress or go backward. We can- 
not stand still. Iam glad that the citizens 
appear to have awakened to the moment- 
ous municipal problems awaiting them in 
the Imminent future. It is all very well to 
make patriotic speeches, snd to congratulate 
ourselves oo the market value of our City’s 
coupons, but we cannot deny that as achain 
is no stronger than Its weakest Iiuk, so a 
city is materially no stronger than its tn- 
dividual citizens. Can anyone in Belloville 
say that the citizens are not staggering 
under a weight of taxation which oppresses 
them only on account of the unproductive- 
ness of property and the stagnationof active 
trade, and also because many believe that 
the Incidence of taxation Is unjust and un- 
equal in many cases. IT have always been 
an optimist as regards Belleville. All my 
interests are centred here, but I must, and

MANY WERE KILLED. 


Sharp Fighting in the Maidan Valley—27 
Killed - 31 Wounded, 


Simla, Nov. 18.—Details to-day from the 
Maidan Valley show that the loss of Gen- 
eral Kempster’s brigade is quite serious. 
The force consisted of the Dorsetshire regi- 
ment and regiments of Sikhs and Ghurkas. 
The insurgent tribesmen made their 
usual attack onthe rear guard, but were 
brilliantly repulsed by the Sikhs. The 
Dorsetshires lost their way in the darkness 
and were cut off by the enemy. 
Hales and Crook and nine men were 
killed. The rest of the Dorsetshires at- 
tached themselves to the Sikhs and arrived 
in camp in safety. Lieut. Wylie of the 
Ghurkas and Lieut. Wrenn of the Sikhs 
and fourteen Sikhs and Ghurkas were

STICKS TO THE DREIBUND. 


Emperor Franols Joseph Affirms the Al- 
Hance With Germany and Ituly. 

Vienna, Noy. 18.—Emperor Francis Jos- 
oph, in receiving the Hungarian delegation 
yesterday, made a speech in which he said: 

“The situation in the East during the 
present year has filled us with many anxi- 
eties, which, thanks to the unanimous 
action of the great powers, now, happily, 
appear to be removed. It will now tax 
the concert of the powers to proceed to the 
settlement of the affairs of Crete, whereby 
that island, while the sovereign rights of 
His Majesty are safeguarded, will receive 
a large measure of autonomy. We enjoy 
the best relations with all the powers and 
our alliance with Germany and Italy 
forms, as it has done in the past, the un- 
alterable basis of our policy. To maintain 
and strengthen this basis is the constant 
endeayor of my Government, and to the 
guarantees of peace hitherto existing is 
now added the friendly shaping of our re. 
lations with Russia.” 

Continuing, the Emperor said: “The 
repeated meetings I have had with the 
Czar haye convinced me of the ugreement 
of our views and have laid the foundation 
for a relation of mutual trust between our 
States.” 

After alluding to the satisfaction caused 
him by tho visitof “My friend and ally, 
the German Emperor,’ Emperor Francis 
Joseph concluded with romarking: “The 
safeguarding of (lo interests of European 
peace will continue to be the chief mission 
of my Government.”

Harrison made the post mortem examl- 
nation, but failed to find any arsenic, They 
found the spleen, liver and kidneys nor- 
mal, Onthe stomach they found patches 
of inflamed tissue and a marked thinness 
of some portions of it, the walls haying a 
mossy appearance. At the time of the in- 
quest, When the body was disinterred, he 
found that the organs were in a remark- 
able state of preseryation. All the parts 
were the same as Dr, Harrison and he had 
left them. * 

Mr. Osler asked the doctor, considering 
the symptoms of Mr. Sternaman before 
death, and the condition of the body after 
death, what would cause death. 

“I am sure he was poisoned by arsenio,"’ 
replied the doctor.

On tho next day I mentioned 
the same thing to Mr. and Mrs. Sterna- 
man and he finally agreed to go to the 
hospital and she objected very strongly 
and said if he went she would not come to 
see him. I mentioned that she had 
husband die under suspicious circum 
stances, and asked her how she would like 
to have another dic under suspicious clr 
cumstances. It would be better for her 
own protection that he should go and she 
replied; ‘ Doctor, if he dies I will have an 
autopsy, and that will clear me, 

‘Tho patient cohtinued getting worse, 
and on July 14 there was partial paralysis. 
Visited him on the 16th three times, and 
on the 16th three times, and was disc harged 
on the 17th, I told the prisoner: ‘I will 
Ray to you now something which I haye 
not said before, that your husband has 
marked symptoms of poisoning by arsenic, 
but all these algns may be cxplained in 
that other disease.’ I also sald: ‘If this be- 
comes public it was through you and not 
through me.’ She said: ‘Is that so, doc- 
tor?’ She also told me about the letter writ- 
ten to her from his mother, and that some- 
thing made her believe he might attempt 
suicide, and said during a spell she asked: 
‘What would Elean think if she knew I 
had come to this,’ and she thought he had 
heard that remark, and become despond- 
ent and might attempt suicide. On being 
told that the patient would get better if he 
got no more arsenic, she replied that she 
would see that he would get no more.”’ 

Mr. German went over this evidence in 
cross-questioning witness and dwelt at 
considerable length on his visits to patients 
while in Buffalo. He tried with Dr. Frost 
to show that Adison’s disease, though not 
being prevalent, has all the symptoms of 
arsenical poisoning, 

Dr. Phelps confirmed Dr, Frost's state- 
ments about the only visit he ever made to 
the deceased there, and related a conversa- 
tion he had with Mr, and Mrs. Sternaman 
about taking him to the hospital, and that 
she opposed it firmly. He said he admin- 
istered arsenic to patients on different 
occasions and found that this case was 
identical, only much worse, — 

‘The Doctor was cross-examined by Mr. 
German, who attempted to prove that in 
Buffalo, according to law, a person cannop 
get arsenic unless he is known, unless he 
gives his name and address, and also has 
#& witness who gives his name and address. 

Mr. Leady, sworn, identified the differ- 
ent applications for insurance in the John 
Hancock Insurance Company. 

Frederick Dodsworthy, superintendent 
of the John Hancock Insurance Company, 
also identifled these papers. 

Dr. Harrison, questioned by Mr. Colter, 
said he noticed about the same indications 
that Dr. Parks did, and spoke at great 
length of the different conditions he found 
Mr. Sternaman in. He enumerated every 
little act and almost eyery word spoken 
during the post mortem. He spoke un- 
interruptedly for about half an hour, and 
concluded that Mr, Sternaman died from 
arsenical poisoning. 

Mr. German questioned him at some 
length, showing that embalming fiuid, if 
injected in large quantities,would preserve 
the organs the same as they were found. 

Mary Honsinger, sworn, said she saw de- 
ceasedat his mother’s house’the night he 
was brought home. Saw him again the 
next day and the following Friday, also 
the next weck on Tuesday evening. She 
remained all of Tuesday night; was in the 
dining room the fore part of the night, and 
after midnight y-- >t Into the sitting room; 
she says sho saw him vomit after midnight 
in presence of his wife, his sister and her- 
self. 

Peter Honsinger was at George's moth- 
er’s house when deceased came from Buf- 
falo. He was weak and helpless, and was 
informed it was George's wish to have a 
post mortem, and I called prisoner and 
told her this. She said it was her who pro- 
posed it at first, but that she didn’t Wish 
to see him cut to pieces, I then went into,

_the room with the body, which was very 


dark, the face not being as dark ag other 
parts of the body. 

William Harcourt said he saw him first 
on Friday after he was brought home, and 
confirmed the staternent that deceased 
could not move his hands to his chin. 

John Snider, sworn, said he was an under. 
taker, living in Selkirk; buried deceased, 


I called first on Aug. 19 and simply put the 


body in the case. I did not embalm tho 
body, and I did not puncture or open it in 
any way. I opened the coffin on exhuma- 
tion, and the body seemed to be in the same 
position and a little more discolored than 
when we loft it; have done very little em, 
balming in ten years. He denied the evi- 
dence taken at Thompson's office before 
Mr. Thayer, that he had punctured any 
part of the body. 

He got somowbhat muddled. When Mr. 
German concluded with him, Judge 
Armour adjourned the court until § 
o'clock to-morrow morning.

A consumptive, Dr, von 
Leyden holds, does not necessarily trans- 
amit the disease to his or her children, al- 
most all cases of inherited consumption be- 
ing caused by direct contact of the children 
and parents. 

However, in spite of the facility with 
which the bacillus tuberculosis can be 
transferred, an exaggerated fear of the ba- 
cjllus itself is not the most effective guard 
against the diseaso. A hardening of the 
constitution in youth and a regard for the 
utmost cleanliness are vastly more impor- 
tant. Cleanliness is the best disinfection. 
Not only prevention, but cure, best follows 
these principles.

method must be adhered to which is ac- 
knowledged to be the best one, viz., the 
hygienic-dietetic as it is followed in the 
many sanitariums, such as Goerbersdorf, 
Falkenstein, Davos, Rieboldsgrum, Arosa 
and elsewhere. One-third of the patients 
have been cured by this treatment and 
one-thiml of them have greatly improved. 
Every consumptive must, in the first stages 
of the disease, be considered as curable, 
Prof. yon Leyden mentions the following 
chief features of the hygienic-dietetic treat- 
ment: 1. Election of a favorable climate. 
2. Good air, free from dust. 3. Nutritious 
food. 4, Exercise. 5. Methodical fol- 
Jowing out of the cure in closed establish- 
ments. 6. Medicines, which, although 
they may be of secondary importance, 
benefit the cure. 

Of all climates, mountainous ones are 
deemed the most desirable, but, if pos- 
sible, the treatment should be followed in 
the same region in which the patient will 
have to live and work. Therefore sani- 
tariams for consumptive patients should be 
established within reach of all centres of 
kscmeete The treatment in an estab- 
ishment is not, it is true, absolutely neces- 
sary ; the same success may be met with 
without resorting to one, but the former 
course is certainly desirable, because the 
results are niuch more quickly apparent. 


When it comes to the care and treatment

“No greater outrage, it seems to me, can 
be conceivable, and no more lasting and 
serious injury toall the best interests of hu- 
manity throughout the world than the 
severance or even the straining of the close 
tie which binds America to England. A 
war would be only less fraticidal war than 
our unfortunate rebellion; but the preven- 
tion of it must not be by the machinery of 
statecraft and cabinet counsel, but by the 
cultivation of the true spirit and temper 
of the peoples of both nations.”

Death of Sir Meury Doulton, 

London, Noy. 18.—Sir Henry Doulton, 
head of the firm of Doulton & Co., Lam- 
beth Potteries, is dead. He was born in 
Vauxhall July 26, 1820, and began training 
for a potter at the age of 15. Ho initiated 
the manufacture of sanitary pipe making 
in 1846, and commenced art pottery and 
Doulton ware in 1870.

They did 
not take enough interest in the susplelor 
of foul play to enquire into it. 

J. E. Dew of Buffalo, insurance agent 
for the John Hancock Mutual Company 
testified that he saw the prisoner on Dear 
born street, Buffalo, She wasin mourn 
ing, and he stopped and asked her about 
her husband's death, She told him not to 
say anything about the one thousund 
dollar policy on his life as she did not 
want her relatives to know, as, if they 
heard of it, they would get it from her ina 
short time. 

Mr. Fairchild, United States Commis 
sioner, swore to the evidence given by the 
prisoner while the extradition proceedings 
were going $n at Buffalo. He identificd 
the following letter written by George H. 
Sternaman, exoneriting his wife from all 
blame or suspicion in the event of his 
death: 


copt on one occasion, 


The Decensed'’s Lettor. 
Buffalo, June 10th, 1506. 

To all whom it may concern:—I, Geo. H. 
Sternaman, hayin had vory peculiar at- 
tacks at times auxin the past six months, 
and of which no one but my wife and a 
few of her relatives know anything, I 
write this to state that if I should dic 
whilst in one of them that no person can 
say that it was by her hands that I died. 
The only cause or reason of me haying 
these is when I get down-hearted or worry- 
ing about anything that does not go to 
please me. I would have written and told 
my mother, but I knew that she would 
only worry and fret about it and probably 
not do any good elther. That is the reason 
that I write this, thatit may be read and 
shown at any time, providing I die whilst 
in one of these peculiar spells. I have 
never had a doctor, because I always come 
outof them all right, I hope by what I 
haye written will convince all that thoy 
may not think that my wife had anything 
to do with such an uncommon death. 
(Slane by me this 10th day of June, 1896.) 

eorge H. Sternaman. 

Dr. Saltsman said he visited deceased 
in Buffalo, and he was very ill when Mr. 
and Mrs. Sternaman mentioned to him 
about moving deceased to Rainham, be- 
cause they suid they were in arrears in 
rent and had to do something. He told 
them that it woujd be the patient's death, 
and was not prised when he heard 
about his death after removal to Canada. 
Dr, Saltsman said that arsenio injected in 
the abdomen would naturally find its way 
into the stomach in the course of five or 
six weeks, and also find its way into the 
brain. He says that when he was attend- 
ing deceased he never suspected arsenic; 
he had Addison's disease in mind, and 
says thatif there had been any arsenic 
used it must haye been after the patient 
had left him. He said that the condition 
of the patient when he was called was 
consistent with arsenic poisoning, and 
that the condition of the body after death, 
if it had not been embalmed, would indi- 
cate that arsenic had been given within 48 
to 72 hours before death. 

Mr. Medlicott is the residence claim in- 
spector for the insurance company. He 
said he visited the prisoner’s house and had 
a conversation with her as to the death of 
her first husband, Mr, Chipman. At first 
she said he died of typhoid fever, and after- 
wards, when I mentioned about the rum- 
ors that were around about her getting 
away with Mr. Chipman, she said she had 
heard that there were suspicions of her mur- 
dering him and that she ordered an autopsy 
to be held on George H. Sternaman, on ac- 
count of the report that was around about 
her first husband. 

Mr. B. B. Osler then read the evidence 
by Mr. Charles R. Roberts at the magis- 
trate’s hearing. This was allowed on ac- 
count of Mr. Roberts being confined to his 
bed at home and notable to be out. Dr. 
Rich of Buffalo was put on the stand to 
testify as to the last illness of the prison- 
er’s first husband. 

Mr. German, counsel for the defence, 
strongly objected to digging up the first 
husband at this stage of the proceedings, 
and gaye itas his opinion that the illness 
and death of the first husband had nothing 
to do with the present case, 

Judge Armour, however, ruled that this 
evidence is admissible. he doctor testi- 
fled to having attended Chipman in his 
last illnest. His symptoms were gastritic 
yomiting, intense thirst, and later numb- 
ness and paralysis. He had made out a 
death certificate giving the cause as mult}- 
ple neurities and paralysis. It might have 
been caused by arsenic, orany other irr}- 
tant polson, or it might have been caused 
by syphilis, He did not consider ita casy 
of poisoning at that time. 

Dr. Parmenter, who attended Chipman 
during his last illness, found him guffor- 
ing from multiplis and paralysis. The 
doctor thought his death might possibly 
have beon caused by poison. 

Win. Martin of the Carpenters’ Union 
and Wm. Trandall of Buffalo gave ovi- 
dence as to Chipman eating his lunch, 
which was supposed to have contained 
poison. Chipman complained of a burning 
sensation in the stomach and went home, 
never to return to work again. The court 
mourned at 1 p.m,

up. Lt occupied a considerable time, there 
being some 400 pages of typo-written copy 
It details the life, sickness and death of 
Chipman, the prisoner's firat husband, and 
also that of George H. Sternaman. Dur 
ing the reading the prisoner was seen to 
amuilo very frequently, and appenred to bo 
almst totally unmindful of her graye posi 
tion. 

At other times she assumed o much 
more grave demeanor. She is plainly suf 
foring from the strain consequent upon 
tho long and tedious sittings of the court. 
Judge Armour allows but half an hour for 
the noon recess, 

In her evidence before the Commission- 
ers she told all the incidents of her first 
husband's death; those of George H. 
Sternaman's courtship; of their marricd 
life and his ultimate death. During his 
last illness she was almost his sole attond- 
ant. At one period she was for four weeks 
without going to bed, not even haying her 
clothes off except to change them. This 
was about the time of George's removal t 
his mother’s place in Rainham. ‘Tho rea- 
son she did hot want George taken to the 
hospital was because she thought it was 
no fit place for o human being, butall 
right fora cat or dog. At George's bed- 
side the last night of his life she told him 
that she wanted to have a post mortem, 
and she called his mother into the room, 
and George told his mother that if he 
should die he wished a post mortem held 
on his body. His mother said she thought 
it would be awful to see George's body cut 
up. Deceased’s brother, Avery, said: 
“Why, Ollie, that would be all right; it 
will be for your own good and George will 
not feol it,"’ She paid $10 for the post mor- 
tem examination. She had a little dispute 
about pecuniary matters with his mother 
after his death, and his mother said it was 
rather peculiar that two husbands should 
dic within two years and both from the 
same cause, paralysis, and she (the prison- 
er) sald: ‘Why, mother, do you mean to 
insinuate that I had anything to do with 
their deaths?’’ The mother replied “Yes,” 
and that she would blame her for poison- 
ing them until she proved herself innocent. 
After the prisoner left Rainham and went 
to Buffalo George’s mother wrote a letter 
to prisoner asking for some money: 
she thought about $25 would be reasonable 
enough, considering all the trouble she 
and the boys had during George's illness. 
Prisoner was advised not to reply to 
this letter, and did not. She received $770 
from the John Hancock Insurance Com- 
pany, and with that paid §107.76 for a lot 
in Forest Lawn Cemetery to bury both 
husbands in; also paid $60 on a monument 
which is still unfinished, and spent some 
money for clothing and other necessaries. 

In explanation of her yisit to Dunnville 
she said that Chipman, Sternpaman and 
herself went there, and Chipman said he 
would have to return to Buffalo, but that 
she might stay and finish her yisit. She 
was so sick that she could scarcely stand 
up. They all went to the hotel, and had 
supper, and then Sternaman drove up the 
river to herousin’s, but she could not tell 
what time they arrived there, She re- 
mained over night and all next day, and 
went home that night. She was also sick 
all that day. The reason she said that if 
George went to the hospital she would 
never go to visit him was simply because 
whenever she left him he worried himself, 
and she though? ‘".* if he was taken to 
the hospital she would only be allowed to 
visit him and then go away, and she 
knew he would fret and worry. 

Tye reading of this evidance lasted until 
about 6.45, and at its conclusion Mr. Osler 
asked that the letter of the prisoner to Mrs. 
Sternaman, her mother-in-law, dated Aug. 
9, 1896, be put inasan exhibit. This letter is 
as follows:

THE SLOAN MEDIGINE 


ASSA. 


OOALPFIELDS, 


As you have not heard from me for some 
time, [ thought I would take a few minutes 
and write you a description of this North- 
Weat country, 

The Coalfields’ Post Office Is kept in the 
office of the Souris Coal Mining’ Company, 
and is situated inadeep ravine about one 
hundred and fifty feet below the level of the 
prairie—this raviae teing six bundred feet 
wide; and it is in the side of these hills 
that the Sonris coal mine extends to the 
length of about two thousand fect. The 
lit le village of Coaltields is composed most- 
\y of company buildings, there being five of 
those aud f ur private dwellings, and thea 
there are always from twelve to fifteen of 

he C.P.R. box cars on the siding, making 
in all a quite a business looking place, 
shich, of course, it is, as there are about 
for'y-Hve men working here, shipping 
about one hundred tons of coal daily. 
Then upon ascending the bill we gaze upon 
© Vust expanse of country, which for a dis- 
tance of about two mi es is broken by other 
ravines through which the Souris River 
winds its way to the Assiniboine. Here 
and there are to be seen the old bultulo 
trails winding from one ravine to another 
and as I walk along the hard beaten track, 
my mind 1s led back to the time when thoxe 
monster animals uxed to roam by hund eds 
over these trails and when the Indian, the 
moose, the wolf aud the buffalo reigned 
supreme. Then as I look beyond I can sre 
rhe vast prairie, which extends for hundreds 
of miles and woult make homes for 
huudreds of thousands of people who vet 
are crowding the eastern provinces with 
scarcely enough to keep them alive. It ix 
true there are some hardships to contend 
with before one is ripgatly settled in 
this sountry, but few years 
nt most will make him comfortable. 
Che village ot Estayan lies about thirteen 
miles to the northwest and is a_tbriying 
little town, there being a C.P.R. round- 
house snd in fact everything to make ic 
convenient for settlers. Then about ten 
niles to the south’ lies Portal, which is 
situated on the international boundary line, 
and is composed of two railway stations, 
one Canadian and one American, in which 
is also found the Customs Officer to watch 
anyone who are trying to smuggle goods 
scr. ss the lines.

Mrs. Domill, wifo of the Rev. A. B. | 
Domill, President and founder of Demill 
Ladies’ College, passed peacefully away at | 
four o’clock Friday afternoon, Noy, 12 

Mra. Demill was born in Deimorestyile, 
in Prince Mdward County, Sept. 24, 1837 
Under the intluence of a devoted, Christian 
mother, she at an carly age consecrated hor | 
life to the service of God | 

In 1854 she was united in marriage to 


the Rey, A. B, Domill, and ever proved 
herself a true helpmate for her husband in 
his pastoral work, , 

When Mr. Demill first undertook hia 
great work of establishing a College for 
young ladios, although she entored into full 


sympathy with him, seeing the preat noed 





of such an institution, her retiring nature 
shrank from the position of Lady Princi- 
pal, which, however, she was finally per- 
suaded to acoopt, and which she filled with 
so much grace fur twenty-two years 

Mrs, full of 
anxiety, could not but weaken a constitu- 


Demill’s active life, so 


tion, however strong naturally, and sho has 
for several years been less able to meet the 
duties of her position. She has therefore 
been compelled to gradually resign these 
duties one after another to her sister, Miss 
Hurd, and the Associate Principal, Misa 
Howland. But though her failing health 
compelled her to be less active, every de 
partment of the work was kept in her 
thought to the very end. 

Since the destruction of the Oshawa 
College by fire in April, 1896, from the 
shock of which she never fully recover- 
ed, she has shown increased signs 
of disease. lt was hoped that a 
change of air and perfect rest during 
the summer might restore her, but as the 
time for opening the College drew near she 
could not be prevailed upon to leave her 
work. She returned in the latter part of 
August only to be laid upon her sick bed. 

When informed by her physician, Dr. 
McUoy, that she had but # few days to 
Jive, one of her first requests was that the 
students might be called to her bedside 
individually that she might bid them fare- 
well while her strength remained. 

The next few days was spent in conyer- 
sation with her nearest frionds and in send- 
ing lowing messages to many Alumne, 


former teachers and distagt frionds. 
Though her strength was fast failing 
she was able to call to her the 


teachers who bad been so; long and so 
intimately associated with her in her loved 
work, and thanking them inflividually for 
their devotion to the school! during these 
years, and speaking to each Pspecially ap- 
propriate and helpful words,| she solomnly 
committed to them the work she was lay- 
iug down, 

Though the remaining day& were full-of 
weakness and weary waiting for release, 
she was conscious almost to the Jast and 
received frequent visits from her pastor 
and other ministers and friends. Her 
death chamber was a rare and precious 
spot. Indeed to all who had tho privilege 
of visiting her on her death beJ, it was a 
privilege never to be forgotten, for ic was 
one of those ideal death scenes which are 
witnessed by comparitively few. |

“THE CRIME OF POVERTY.” 


An Able Lecture in John St. Church 
by W. A. Douglas. 


Tn spite of the stormy weather last even- 
ing quite a respectable sized audience 
greeted Mr. W. A. Douglas in the lecture 
room of John st. Presbyterian church to 
hear him discourse on_*'The Crime of 
Poverty.” Mr. Ritchie occupied the chair, 
and in introducing the lecturer pointed out 
the necessity for a more thorough study of 
social questions than they were generally 
receiving. Ouc desire is nots» much the 
discovery of somo nostrum professing to be 
& panacea, as it is to have the moral sense 
of the community brought to bear upon the 
essential righc or wrong involved in our 
present social conditione. It was quite 
possible for us to indulge unrighteous con- 
ditions to-day as it was for our fathers to 
justify chattel slavory. 

Mr. Douglas repudiated the view that 
true prosperity was ever promoted by the 
misfortones or calamities of others. He 
pointed out tho difference between natural 

esources, such as land, forests, fuel and 


water-power,and the products of labor, and 


showed the Jaw of declining value in the 
latter, as contrasted with the unnatural 
law of ascending value in the former. 
Poyerty, he contended, was not due to 
over-production, nor to the exhaustion of 
natural resources; it was due in large 
measure to mal-adjus{ment of social con- 
ditions, mad. j) ».Je by the present un- 
just system of taxation. He advocated the 
theory known as single tax as being a step 
in the right direction,

London, Nov Ono of the 
astrous fires in London's history 
grout fire of 1606, broke out ina large block 
of buildings lying castward of Aldersyats 
streot, and between that thoroughfare and 
Red Cro t, just aftarl o'clook yester 
day aftornoon The flames fanned 
by a strong wind and were fed by highly in 
flammable stocks of fancy poods and flimsy 
dress materials of all descriptions, crowd- 
ing overy floor of six-storey buildings in 
the old streets, In view of coming Christ 
mas trade. Consequently, the contlagra 
tion gained headway with surprising 
rapidity, and was soon far beyond any 
possibility of being checked by the fow 
engines early on the spot. 

For fours hours and a half the flames 
had thoir own way, and it was only aftor 
more than a hundred engines had worked 
an hour that the ohlef of fire brigade sent 
out the signal that the flre was under con- 
trol. This was at 6.46 p.m, Whon the 
jood news became generally known nearly 

50 warohouses and “4 dozen or more struc: 
tures had either yanished or remained 
only in blackened walls, a chaos of fallen 
girders and smoking piles of brick and 
stone, 

Hamsell street was the scene of the out- 
break of the fire, which was due to an ox- 
plosion in connection with a gas engine on 
the premises of Waller, Brown & Co., 
mantle manufacturers, at No. 80 on that 
thoroughfare, ‘heir large factory wis 
crowded with girls when the fire broke 
out, and instantly became the scene of a 
panic, the frightened operatives, with 
many screams, rushing to the roof of the 
building, then crossing to other buildings, 
and so effecting their escape, while the 
flames were pouring out of the basement. 
In less than a quarter of an hour the 
flames had enveloped the adjoining ware- 
houses, and thence they leaped across the 
street to an enormous paper warehouse, 
which was fully alight in less than 10 
minutes. 

At this time it was evident to the fire- 
men that they were face to face witha 
great disaster, and a general alarm wus 
sentout. Then from all the fire stations, 
even from those quite five miles from the 
scene of disaster, engines were hurried to 
the spot, and the police gathered about the 
neighborhood in great force. This display 
of strength on the part of the police was 
required, as the crowd, swelling in size 
eyery moment, soon numbered tens of 
thousands, the firemen required every pos- 
sible freedom of action, as their fight was 
one of the greatest difficulty, owing to the 
narrowness of the old crooked streets, 
which are the feature of that part of Lon- 
don, combined with the height of the ware- 
houses, which cut off the firemen from ull 
fair chance of confining the outbreak. 
Firemen had repeatedly to be rescued by 
their comrades by the aid of the fire cs- 
capes, from buildifigs which had caught 
fire after the firemen had mounted to their 
roofs to fight the flames in adjoining struc- 
tures. 

Suddenly there was an explosion of gas 
meters, sounding like the reports of fleld 
guns, followed by a momentary hush. 
After that the wild rushing here and there 
was resumed with increased energy. Men 
risked their lives in desperate efforts to 
save valuables. 

By dusk, four streets were blazing on 
both sides. There was no abatement of 
the furious blaze before 56.90, Then the 
check came in Jewin street, by a tremen- 
dous useof water, and in Well street, 
where the collapse of a wall on the right 
hand side of that thoroughfare was the 
means of saving the last building in the 
street. The width of Red Cross street, a 
comparatively broad thoroughfare, also 
formed a barrier there. Two acres of 
buildings had been ruined. 

In spite of the numberless narrow es- 
capes, no casualties have thus been report-

D. Rockofeller’s big line of lake 

steamers and tow barges, has just closed a 

contract for the three largest ships ever 

constructed for service on fresh water. As 

tho big ships built for this line over « year 

wore largor than anything brought out pro- 

viously, so the new boata will be an ad- 

vance in #ize the enormous 

freighter, The contract for the three went 

to FW, Wheeler & Co,, of Bay City, Mich. 

Tho contract is for one steamer and two 

The three muat be completed by 

next May, and altogether will carry over 

twenty thousands tons of iron ore in & 
single trip on a draft of seventeen feet of 
water. Tho steamer's dimensions aro 
175 foot ovor all, 455 feet keel, fifty feet 

beam, and twenty-nine and a half feet 

exceeding in all dimensions any 

thing now afloat on the lakes, The engine 
will be quadruple expansion, the cylinders 
measuring twenty-eight, forty, fifty- 
nine and eighty-five iuches in di- 
amotor, with forty two inches  atroke. 
Tho boilers wlll be of the Scotch pattern, 
four in number. The capacity of the 
steamer will be 6,600 tons of iron 
oro. Tho barges will bo 450 feet long, fifty 
fect beam and twonty-eight and a half 
foot deep. They will carry 7,000 gross 
tons pois The boats will cost between 
five and six hundred thousand dollars. 
They will be equipped with everything 
modern for tho rapid handling of car- 
goes, and bo excelled in size only by the 
largest ocean greyhounds, The Bessemer 
Company is figuring with other builders 
for two more boats of the same displace- 
ment for future delivery. 


Self-Denial Weok. 


We announced a few days ago that the 
Salvationists throughout this territory in- 
tend having their Self-Denial week from 
November 21st to November 27th inclusive. 
Consequently the most strenuous efforts 
are being made on the part of the Army 
generally throughout the land, and locally

Land-Holding in Ireland. 

The report of Irish Land Commissioners, 
covering April 1, 1896, to March 31, 1897, 
has been issued. During that time offer, 
to the amount of $155,050 for the purchase 
of nine estates were accepted by the com- 
missioners, covering 126 holdings. ‘The 
total number of applications received un- 
der the Purchase of Land Acts has been 
29,622, for $57,235,475. During the year 
129 applications for $157,810 were provis- 
ionally sanctioned, making the total sanc- 


tioned up to March 31, 1897, 25,805, for 
$49,935,140. Of this total amount the 
commissioners had issued 25,342 loans, to 
the amount of $49,924,794, in respect of 
sales for $50,766,285, the amount issued 
during the period just closed being $168,- 
575 for 140 loans. Four hundred and 
seventy seven applications were received 
from evicted tenants, under the act of 1896, 
requesting the commissioners to act as 
meditators, with a view to the reinstate- 
ment of the tenantin the holding, or with 
a view to the tenant purchasing the same. 
Ninety-seven of such applications were re- 
fused as not coming within the provisions 
of the section. Six applications were with- 
drawn; objections were received from the 
landlords to 321, and fifty-three cases were 
pending. ’

Fireproo! Wood 

Another method of rendering wood 
fireproof has been developed in Duglani, 
For purpose of test two buildings about 
11 feet square and 80 feet in height were 
set up, similar in all respects, except 
that one was of “treated” tiuber, and 
the other of ordinary timber, euch being 
also furnished with a chiinney for the 
purpose of creating a strony draft and 
facilitating combustion. Outside of 
these houses to the windward firewood 
and shavings were piled, which were set 
on fire simultancously; in five minutes 
the building composed of ordinary tim- 
ber was nrarpietely on fire, and in about 
half an hour was reduced to ashes, 
while the other «structure remained in- 
tact, aave for the charring of the wood- 
work on the side exposed to the direct 
action of the flames.

Phe winsome Wilhelmina is undoubtoil 
ly one of the most interesting royal per 
soniges in Kurope, Her charm of per- 
souuity, her native wit, her unaffected 
Wguity, bespeaking a felicitous combina- 
ion of the Queen und the Holland maid- 
en, and her good common sense, too 
often absent in such cases, have made 
her beloved not only by her own peaple 
but by foreigners and all others who 
hive met her, 

Dhe pust seventeen years have beup 
years of anxious care to Wilhelmina’ 
mother, the Queen Regent Wmmua. The 
latter has since Wilbelmina’s birth, on 
August 31, 1880 lived in and for her 
daughter, the training of whose mind 
and the development of whose churacter 
luive been the royal mother’s only 
thought. From all that is to be Jearned 
about the young Queen it would seem 
wufe to predict that the parent's devoted 
efforts will be worthily rewarded. 

During ‘her earlier years Queen Wil- 
helmina’s health wared to be on the 
decline. Consumption was feared, For 
tunately, by means of plenty of outdoor 
sport and athletic exercise she recovered 
her vigor, and now she possesses a phy- 
sique which will compare favorably for 
robustness with that of most Dutch 
maidens at her age. Apropos of her 
enjoyment of open air games, and as 
indicative of @ democratic instinct, the 
story is told of her meeting a party of 
children playing snowball while she was 
driving with her governess. She insisted 
upon the carriage being stamped to see 
the fun, and nothing would satisfy her 
until her companion permitted her to 
dismount and enjoy the excitement of 
pelting snowballs herself at her youthful 
subjects, who, much to her delight, re 
turned the compliment with equal spirit, 

In contrast with this story, it is re- 
lated that one morning when Wilhel- 
mina rapped on her mother’s door the 
latter inquired who was there, 

“It is the Queen of Holland,” came 
the rephy, 

‘The mother, disapproving of this ex- 
hibition of juvenile pride, did not re- 
spond. Wilhelmina rapped again, and 
Queen Emma repeated her inquiry. 

“Tt Is your daughter, mamma!” came 
the reply, this time in repentant tones. 
The door opened immediately and mother 
and daughter were clasped in each 
other’s embrace. As a gentle rebuke 
the mother snid: 

“You see, dear, I am not always pre- 
mired to receive the Queen of Holland, 
“t to my daughter my door is never 
closed.” 

A patriotic young lady, too, is this lit- 
tle Queen. During her history studies 
she was reading about the deeds of 
violence done in times gone by by the 
Spaniards in the Low Countries, Sud- 
deply she exclaimed in a fine outburst 
of indignation: 

“Well, when I reach my majority and 
ascend the throne of Holland, if the 
King of Spain expects me to invite him 
to my court he will be very much mis- 
taken! 

The English have not impressed Queen 
Wilhelmina too favorably, although she

was very fond of her English governess, 
Miss Winter, ‘The latter one day gave 
her a map of Burope to draw. When 
the work was completed her youthful 
Majesty had made Holland larger thau 
Germany, while she had reduced Eng- 
land almost to u microscopic point. 

When the Prince of Wales was pre- 
sented a few years ago Wilhelmina was 
very much pleased with his manner to- 
ward her, As he wus taking leave of 
her she said, with startling candor: 

“You are indeed a most agreeable 
Englishman, I did not think there were 
any, to judge by the specimens we find 
in Holland.” 

The inyportant question of the young 
Queen's marriage is still unsettled, Sev- 
ernl suitors for her hand have appenre’l, 
but so far she has discouraged them 
all. About a year ago it was announced 
that she had been betrothed to Prince 
Bernard of Saxe-Weimar. 

The Prinee, who ts two years Wilhel- 
mina’s senior, is shy and difident and 
nuatteactive in pegsonal appeirance, and 
she protested ugdinst the suggestion of 
a union with him, although her mother 
ix sat l to have strongly favored it. 

“T am in no hurry to wed,” Queen 
Wilhelmina is quoted as saying, “and I 
propose to take plenty of time in select- 
ing «© husband. I endeavor to listen re- 
speetfully to my advisers, but they must 
not expeet to have any voice in the mat 
ter when the question regards my mar 
rinse.”

Nothing can better illustrate the readi- 
ness of the Japanese to adopt Buropean 
ideas than their abandopment of this 
custom, which was grounded so deeply 
in the traditions of the people that for 
a gentleman to fail to kill himself under 
dircumstances of disgrace was regarded 
as the utmost conceivable dishonor. If 
he was in dobt and could not pay, there 
Was nothing else for him to do. If he 
found himself injured by anybody, and 
circumstances made revenge im) ible, 
harakiri was the only resort. The prac- 
lice seems to have had its beginning in 
Yery early times, when, after a vat- 
tle, the vanquished wounded fell upon 
their words. Frequently retajners 
whose master was alain would deatroy 
themselves. A famous soldier, wounded 
to the death, would flay and score hix 
own face beyond receénition so that bie 
foes might net glory over him. 

To commit harakiri was to wipe out 
all stains on the personal chanicter, no 
matter what the self-slayer might have 
been guilty of. By this meuns a sus- 
pected robber or detected assussii could 
satisfy his own sense of honor and save 
his relatives and friends from any pen 
ties which otherwise might haye de- 
volved upon them. In 1860, Mr. Alco:k, 
in a dispatch to Lord John Russell, de~ 
scribing the murder of the Prince Re 
gent of Japan, said: “Two of the os 


saikints who fled, finding their pursuera — 


guning on them, stopped and, laying 
bare the allomen, performed the hara- 
kiri, it being a point of honor never 
to interrupt or interfere, even for the 
ends of justice, with a man so hono:- 
ably engaged. By his own self-sacrifice, 
he has satisfied the law and saved his 
fuinily from ruin ang disgrace.” 

The performance of the harakiri was 
whnost a festive affair. Friends and 
relatives were invited to partake of 2 
collation. The best rice and rice-brandy 
were set forth, and the guests appeared 
in wedding garments. They were ex- 
pected to apphuud the devotion and cour~ 
age of the victim, and to manifest any 
fact or other painful emotion would 

ave been considered in very bad taste. 
Toward evening the doomed man calm- 


ly opened his dress, exposed the abdo- 
men, and disenybow himself by a 


single cut from right to left. Some- 
times two cuts were made in the shape 
of a cross, If the self-destroyer, atter 
slitting the abdomen, retained sufficient 
strength and presence of mind to thrust 
the dugger- into his throat, and then to 
repkice it in its seabbard, it was regard~ 
el as on act of the utmost le 
knightly bravery and was lauded for 
generations, 

The practice of harakiri as a judicixt 
sentence and punishment was adopted 
in later tines. If the Emperor was dis- 
pleased with an official he usually notifi- 
ed him that he was permitted to com- 
mit harakiri. This was considered a 
dayor, in case the Government was 
obliged to condemn a nobleman to death 
for malyersation in office or for some 
other offense, The harakiri cleansed 
the yictim from every stain and imsured 
honorable intenment and a respected 
memory. ‘The punishment was inflicted 
at night in a temple, or in an apartment 
spechully prepared. If the condemned 
wns a man of position the r was 
hung with white silk and feebly it- 
juminated. The victim took his phice 
on his knees, with his face toward the 
north, Frends and witnesses sileatiy 
disposed themselves in a wile <i.i 
around him. The appointed officer then 
cead the sentence and handed to the 
condenmed on a wooden tray the dagger- 
like sword, the blade of which was 
wripped to within a few inches of the 
point and placed in a simple white seab~ 
bard. The condemned then uttered his 
last wishes, and once more begged the 
friend crouching at his side to pay him 
the last mark of respect, and after the 
futal cut had been made to strike off 
his head avith the selected sword, Next, 
he took into his Jeft hand the weapon 
offered him, bared it, and with the ut- 
most apparent cquanimity made « cut 
from right to left across the abdomen. 
Immediately afterward the friend,stand- 
jug behind him, severed his head from 
the trunk with a sure blow, and ex- 
hibited it to the witnesses of the act. 
All expressions of feeling were suppres- 
sed at the harakiri. It was a sign of 
the greatest mauliness and the slightest 
fear, & mere tremor would have ex~ 
cited contempt. 

From another source is derived the 
following description of the perform 
ance of this judiciat sentence upon 4 
Japanese noble, The accused—senteace 
having beep pronounced by a jury of bis 
cera op account af forfeiture of the 
Fomor of his caste—was dressed in white 
us were also two witnesses n by 
hinixel.

Lieut.-Col. Strathy of the Royal Seeots 
Virtually Asks for a Court 
Martial, 


Montreal, Noy. 22.—In an interview on 
Saturday Lieut.-Col. Strathy, command- 
ing the 5th Battalion, Royal Scots of Can- 
ada, stated that tho difficulties in the 
Royal Scots were trifling. ‘But even 
trifles require prompt and judicions treat- 
ment, or they grow into mountains. T'o the 
weaknesa and indecision of Gen. Gascoigne 
himself is due the growth of difficulties in 
the regiment. He gave importance to the 
trifles instead of settling them, as most 
gentlemen would haye done, when they 
coinmenced 18 months ago, and as was re 
commended to be done by me, officially to 
headquarters, at that time. He appoint- 
ed a court of enquiry 12 months after- 
wards, and this court sat for two months 
without discovering anything that could 
form the basis of a charge. Why did he 
allow an enquiry until he had something | 
defined in the shape of a charge? 

‘Not being able to discover anything,’ 
either before the enquiry commenced or 
since it has finished its labors, that could 
be the subject of a court martial in an Im 
perial regiment-he angrily lectures the two 
senior officers and then imparts what he has 
done to the press. How could a general 
efticer commanding expect that such a 
public onslaught in the press would tend 
to tho restoration of military discipline? 
Did anyone ever hear of such undignified 
conduct In a major-general? 

“Gen. Guscoigne may be a great soldier 
—l leave that matter to the record of his 
services past, and the record he appears to 
be making now—but when he talks about 
officers being lackiny in tact and considera-

WILD RICE. 


Can itbe Successfully and Profitably 
Grown on Low Land ? 


The Norwood Register says: Mr. F. 
Birdsall, president of the East Peterbor- 
iS | ough Agricultural Society, placed on view 
at the recent exhibition here a quantity of 
wild rice which had been cured for table use, 
also a sample of the plant itself. He is of 
the opinion that wild rice can ve grown on 
low wet land anywhere, or on land which 
is under wator part of the year. Mr. Bird- 
sall says this rice has been for years past 
used extensively by people living along 
Rice Lake as an article of food, and he can 
see no reason why it could not be more 
extensively cultivated and placed on the 
market in competition with the important 
atticlo. Mr. Birdsall kindly gave us a 
quantity, which we tasted and found it to 
he quite palatable, and if, as Mr. Birdsall 
says, it can be successfully grown on low 
waste land, we have no doubt whatever but 
soon after it was placed on the market a 
demand would soon be created which would 
make its cu tivation profitable. We aro 
informed that many who use ib constantly 
say they prefer it to the European rice.

AN ABSURDITY.

Proposed Arbitration Treaty Which Shuts 
Out All Questions Likely to be 
Subjects of Arbitration. 


Now York, Noy. 28,—To the new arbitra- 
tion treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain, which is being drifted by 
the State Department, there has been add- 
ed, & correspondent of The World in Wash- 
ington says, a clause which did not appear 
in the recent publication of the gist of the 
document, 

This clause provides that ‘national hon- 
or, national integrity and yital political 
interests are not subjects of arbitration.’ 

By “national integrity’ it means ques- 
tions affecting the territorial rights of 
either party. Consequently the one ques- 
tion most likely to cause friction between 
the Governments at Washington and Lon- 
don—the delimitation of the Alaskan 
boundary—cannot be arbitrated under the 
treaty.

He Had Refused to Return Rejected 
Manuscript. 


Waco, Tex., Noy. 20.—J. W. Harris, 
edicor of The Waco Times Herald, a morn- 
ing paper, and W, A. Harris his brother 
on one side, and judge G. B, Gerald a 
prominent citizen, fought a duel to death 
on the street last night at five o'clock.

A SMALL SMASH-UP. 


Two Cars Loaded With Flour Came 
to Grief Last Night. 


Shortly before 12 o'clock last night a 
freight train in chargo of Conductor S._ F. 
Flagler was coming down the grade into 
the city from the west and when short 
distance west of the overhead bridge on 
North Front st. there was a violent shook 
felt by the crew. CO nductor Flagler, 
who was sitting in the cupola of his van, 
was thrown against one of the windows and 
cut about the face, and one of the brake- 
men was hurt on the knee. 

It was discovered that two cars loaded 
with flour were derailed and badly broken 
up. Onefof the cars was cut right in two, 
The flour was scattered along the track 
for some distance. 

The cause of the accident is unknown, 
but from the manner in which the road bed 
was torn up for some distance it is thought 
a brake beam or a hanger worked loose on 
one of the cars and dropped down. 

The auxiliary was callod out and soon 
had the line clear. The car that was cut 
in two was jacked up and taken to the 
station, while the other car was ditched. 
The wrecking crew were busy till noon to- 
day picking up the flour and taking it to 
the station. Trainmaster Irwin was on 
the scene soon after the work and direct- 
ed the clearing away. 

One car was loaded at Minneapolis and 
the other at Norval, Oat. About 100 barrels 
were smashed and a large quantity of the 
flour spilled.

That Race Track. 


To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER, 
Sir,—Noticing your comments upon the 
perennial proposal to establish a race track 
in Belleville I would just say, having bad 
some experience in the matter, and having 
taken considerable interest in this phase of 
public progress in the past, that I do not 
believe any such enterprise can be a finan- 
cla] success unless all associations, In any 
way intercsted, combine from the beginning 
to make itso. I do not know, outside of 
the Jarge cities, where any successful race 
track has been conducted, unless it be with 
large private endowmen*, apart from the 
district exbibition grounds; and I do not 
believe that those who are Interested now 
in having a race track for horses near where 
they happen to live, have counted the cost of 
necessary buildings and fences and other 
expenses, and certainly no authoratative 
estimate of same has been laid before the 
ublic, who are asked to subscribe, I 
Paow enough ubout the matter to know 
the value of the buildings that are now 
erected, and the fencing that is now built 
about the present exhibition grounds to 
venture the assertion that the private pro- 
moters ef the present moyement cannot 
afford to overlook them. Even if a small 
part of the grounds at the north end be, in 
their present unimproved state, too shallow 
for a racetrack, there is plenty of ground to 
the south of ample depth and consistency 
for a good track, and onc half of the money 
that will be required for the “far east” 
track will not oe needed for the ‘near 
west” one, Ispeak of the “far east” be- 
cause the present exhibition grounds are 
much nearer than those which it is propos- 
ed to select. Not nearer it is true to the 
private residences of most of the enthusias- 
tio supporters, but nearer, which is the 
main polns tothe centre of the city. The 
Bay of Qninte fair is now upon a perman- 
ent bosis, and the Directors are prepared to 
0-0) te in any way possible with 
athletic associations in andes Corn to pro- 
vide suitable grounds and tracks, both 
for public amusements and for the 
securing of drawing attractions to Belle- 
yille; but they do nob see their way clear 
to waste TONEY by dividing the forces and 
spending double what Is needeJ, when they 
have already facilities at hand, and with an 
immediate prospect of wharf privileges 
being secured within 400 yards of the pro- 
pest: Does anyone suppose, or believe, 
nowilvg the present facts, that a ‘ plea- 
sure " sailroad will ever run luto the Town- 
ship of Thurlow beyond the eastern ex- 
tremities of the city, nearer the Grand 
Trunk station than to our beautiful bay ? If 
allcan unite together a success can be 
made of combined grounds, but the present 
proposition looks more like the establish- 
ment of a simple half-mile track for private 
\speeding or pleasure-drivivg privately own- 
ed horses. Let us begin ariznt if the pub- 
lic are to take part in the enterprise, and if 
the public are to bear the expense. F

Bleecker St. Anniversary. 


The anniversary last night was a grand 
success. ‘I'he attendance was very large. 
The tables were Jaden with a bountifal 
supply of the choicest variety. The pro- 
gramme consisted of choruses by the choir, 
and solos by Mrs. J. J. Rice, Miss Lottie 
Watson and Mr, Herbert Taylor. The ad- 
dresses were brief,/and for the most part 
congratulatory, and they were all racy and 
appropriate. Mr. Wm. Johnson was the 
only layman, and the clergymen who took 
part were Rey. O. E. Melntyre, District 
Chairman ; Dr. Cade, Newton Hill, J. 4. 
Rice and A. Campbell, who vory cofliciently 
filled the chair. ‘The pastor announced the 
cost of church improvemenis, and that, 
with the thank offering already in, only 
about $50 remained unprovided for. 

The lot on which Bleecker Ave, Church 
stands was given tothe Methodist Church 
in March, '57. On the 24th of May, '58, 
the first Board of Trustees was appointed, 


these were Messrs. CU. V. Bogart, J. Sisk, 
A. Torrant, W. R. Elmer; Wm. Bleecker 
and Charles Martin.

built in the spring and summer of '59 and 
dedicated by the Rey. Johu Carroll on the 
2nd of October of that year. It has twice 
been burnt down on J7th Sept., 1865, 
and again in 1880. The present pastor, 
the Roy. J. J. Rice, was appointed in June 
last, and certainly neither he nor Mrs. Rice 
have allowed the grass to grow under their 
feet in that time. The results of their five 
months’ laborous toil, aided by the faithful 
congregation, was evidenced on all sides 
last night. The church never looked 
beautiful as now.

A Mossage From the Queen. 

Tho health of Queen Victoria was pro 
posed by the chairman, who read a letter, 
dated Windsor Castle, from Sir Arthur 
John Bigge, private secretary to Her Ma 
jesty, saying: ‘Tho Queon desira me to 
beg that the American Ambassador will 
be 80 good as to convey to the mombers of 
the American Society in London the ox 
pression .of Her Malesty’s sincere thanks 
for the beautifully Hlumined address of 
congratulation she receiyed from that 
body, Ihave further to assure Your Ex- 
collency how deeply the Queen was touch- 
ed by the sentiments of eM ereced with the 
enthusiasm of her own subjects on the 
60th anniversary of her accession to the 
throne which was contained in this ad- 
dress from citizens of the United States.” 

Tribute to Pumpkin Pie. 

When the health of Ambassador Hay 
was proposed, he responded with a bright 
speech. He paid an eloquent tribute to 
“the unknown namoloess artist who, in 
the days of early New England, first 
brought to perfection the pumpkin ple,”’ 

He endorsed Benjamin Franklin's sug- 
gestion that the turkey should be the na- 
tional emblem instead of the eagle, ‘ who 
with aristocratic profile, loud yoice and 
predatory disposition hardly commends 
himself as the emblem of modest, indus- 
trious and conscientious democracy, while 
the turkey, like a true altruist, exists only 
for the good of others and perishes by 
thousands yearly for the public welfare.” 

Mr, Hay, in closing his reply to the toast 
of his health, said: “The great body of 
the people of the two countries are friends 
We are the fortunate heirs to English law 
and liberty, which both nations respect.’ 

Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal, ro- 
sponding to “Our Next-door Neighbors,’’ 
said that “Canada, while loyal to the Queen 
and to Great Britain, had the fullest fcel- 
ing of friendship for the United States, and 
he was satisfled that if either country 
should get into difficulties the other would 
help its neighbor.” 

Archdeacon Sinclair proposed the toast, 
“The Ladies,"’ which was responded to by 
Miss Genevieve Ward, the actress. 


The Imperial Parliament and Ireland. 

London, Noy, 26,—The Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, in the course of an im- 
portant speech at Birmingham, said he 
expected that the greater part of tho com- 
ing session of Parliament would be given 
oyer to the Government measure granting 
local government to Ireland. s 

Mr. Chamberlain also announced that 
the Government would introduce a com- 
prehensive measure of army reform, 
based upon a careful consideration of Eng- 
land’s military needs, though without at- 
tempting to rival Continental armies or to 
alter the system of recruiting. He said he 
considered the army ought to be “ strong 
enough to meet the possible, though im- 
probable, emergency of a break-down in 
the navy.” 


Gen. Lockhart Narrowly Escaped. 

London, Nov, 26.—A despatch to The 
Times from Bagh, Province of Dutch 
Gundaya, Baluchistan, says that during 
tho operations near Datol, which have 
been conducted during the last few days 
by General Sir William Lockhart, with 
the Fourth Brigade of the British punitive 
expedition, operating against the insurgent 


tribesmen on the northwest frontier of 


India, Sir William Lockhart, the com- 
mander-in-chief, had a narrow escape from 
being shot,

London, Noy. 26.—At the Central ( _urt 
here to-day ‘Captain’ James Henry 
Irving Cruikshank, who, on Oct. 26 last, 
was committed for trial onthe charge of 
obtaining about $50,000 from a number of 
ladies, including Lady Randolph Church- 
ill and her sisters, by false pgetences, 
pleaded guilty of the charges brought 
against him, and was sentenced to eight 
years’ penal servitude. 


Mr. Gladstone Off for Cannes, 

London, Noy. 26.—Mr. and Mrs. William 
FE. Gladstone started from London for 
Cannes yestorday, The general health of 
the great English statesman is good and 
his neuralgia is diminishing. The travel- 
ers were loudly cheered when recognized 
on their arrival at the railroad station, 
and there was another outburst of chver- 
ing when the train drew out of the station.

RS DROWNED. 


a Hat Recovered. 


Rev. R. Wallace Lectures on China. 


Horsemen Want a [lile Race Track. 


All the Day’s Doings in the City. 





“A LAND OF SMELLS.” 





That Was the Euphonious Title Be- 
stowed on China by Rev. Robt. 
Wallace Last Night. 


Jupiter Pluvius sooms to have it in for 
the gentlemen who are promoting the 
Citizens’ Lecture course, Whether their 
lectures are on Thursday or Friday don't 
seom to make any difference. Last 
night’s uncomfortable drizzle no doubt 
kept many away from the City Hall, 
but, taking everything into  consider- 
ation, there was a very good attendance, 
and these who did brave the elements were 
richly repaid, for Rey. Mr. Wallace's lec- 
ture was exceedingly interesting and in- 
structive, and gave unbounded satisfaction 
to all present. A very large number of 
views were shown, depicting costumes, 
scenery, modes of travel and the manners 
and customs of the country. f 

Mr. J. J. B. Flint was chairman, and ho 
paid a high compliment to Rey, Mr. 
Wallace's reputation as a lecturer. 

Tho lecturer, who was dressed in the 
latest Pekin fashion, which by the way, has 
been the same for 3,000 years, said that 
the Flowery Kingdom was to his mind 
essentially a land of sme'ls, and, from che 
description he gave of the drainage of their 
large cities, one was led to imagine that 
they said smells wore not like unto the per- 
fumes of *t Araby the Blest.” There were 
no cosspools or anything of that kind in 
any of the native quarters. People came 
and emptied their slops and refuse into the 
street gutters and when the gutters got full 
they cleaned them out by throwing their 
contents into the middle of the road. The 
lecturer and his wife saw 80 many wonder- 
ful sights Ghat they often wished they had 
eyes all round their heads, but they never 
wished for more than one nose, He 
showed types of Chinese ladies and 
illustrated the title of his lecture *‘ Almond 
Eyes and Golden Lilies.” The Chinese 
ladies had almond eyes, as everybody 
knew, but everybody did not know what 
tho golden lilies of China .were, and then 
he showed them on the screen the wonder- 
fully cruel custom which prevai's there— 
the title ‘Golden Lilies'’ was a poetic 
name which the Chinese gave to the de- 
formed feet of their women. When o girl 
is five years old she has her feet bound up 
in such 4 way that they can grow no more, 

so that itis no uncommon thing to see hk 
full-grown Chinese lady with feet \wo and 
a balf inches long—and these are the pride 
of their fair sex—the famous goldon lilies 
of China. He then took his audience on a 
voyage up the famous Yiang-tse river, 
which, he said, reseinbled very much our 
own St. Lawrence, and showed Chinese 
payodas; the first railroad ever built thero ; 
Ohinese soldiers on parade—and a motley 
lot they were, and the systems of trial and 
punishment of criminals, It was, he said, 
a continual struggle for existence with the 
poorer classes in China, and one cause was 
the ‘squeezing’ or boodling of 
the officials. He instanced a famine 
which had occurred through the 
Yiang-tse river oyerllowing its banks 
and carrying away crops, thus causing a 
famine which cost thousands of lives, 
When the break in the river bank was first 
noticed it could haye been repaired at a 
small cost and all this misery saved, but 
the oflicial whose duty it was to attend to 
it deliberately neglected the work and 
allowed it to get for a time beyond human 
efforts, and all because it would cost a 
large sum in the end and the money would 
pass through his hands, allowing him to 
get his ‘‘squeezings out of it. It would 
thus appear that ‘business is business” 
in China as well as Canada. The great 
curse of China was opium, and it claimed 
mere victims than did alcohol in other 
countries. An interesting feature in 
Chinese public life was their competitive 
examinations. Tho man who memorized 
the most of the writings of Confucius was 
oligible to public office in proportion to his 
knowledge of the works of that groat Chinese 
sage. He showed a portrait of Li Hong- 
Chang and another of Prince Kung, the 
leaders of the two political partic in 
China, and closed a most interesting lec- 
ture with a picture of the harbor of Hong- 
Kong,

| Two Mattawa Gontlomeon Went Out in a

Both canoes landed 
very near the same time, but Mr, Tongue, 
being somewhat the quickor to strike land, 
and seeing noeseape possible, turned and 
took aim and fired at the desperado, the 
ball entering at the pit of the stomach, 
and coming out at the back, as shown 
now that the body has arrived. 

They were much excited, and on seeing 
he did not return the fire, gob into their 
canoe and made for Mattawa, where, on 
their arrival on Friday, they laid an in- 
formation, and the chief of police with 
some specials were despatched on Monday 
to go after the desperado and bring him in 
dead or alive, Mr, Tongue, however, 
being an expert shot, was quite positive 
that he would be found either very badly 
wounded or dead. By the appearance of 
the body last evening after its arrival in 
charge of Chief Fillion, and the way he 
was found, itis quite clear that he could 
haye lived but a very fow minutes after 
being shot. 

The man's proper name is James Mo- 
Connell, and no doubt this shooting will 
recall to memory his past career, haying 
only a few years ago been on trial for 
doing away with his fatheron Lake Nas- 
bonsing. There are also a number of war- 
rants for his arrest for shooting at yvarlous 
people, cattle, eto. He was a very large 
and powerful man of 48 years, very heavy, 
black hair, with sandy whiskers, very 
poorly clad, as he only had ona poor pair 
of overalls and shirt to face a cold win- 
ter, and has not been known tc 
come out from the bush forthe past few 
years, where he would expose himself to 
arrest, 

There were found at his hut seyen boxes 
of cartridges, a little flour, salt and plenty 
of deer meat. All farmers and settlers in 
the vicinity where he roamed are yery well 
pleased to hear of his death, as they more 
or less had a great fear of him. 

The inquest on the body of the deperado, 
James McConnell, began to-day at 10 
o'clock, it having been postponed from 
yesterday awaiting County Crown At- 
torney Browning's presence.

The Sequel at Pembroke. 


Pembroke, Ont,, Noy. 27.—Oliver Pre- 
yost, alins Guuthier, sentenced by Judge 
Armour to seyen years for stealing pork 
and furs at Renfrow, has made a terrible 
confession to Crown Attorney Metcalfe 
here, Some time ago he left his wife and 
went off with a Mrs. Gauthier from Val- 
leyfleld, Que, Assuming Gauthier’s name, 
they went to Port Arthur, and started 
hotelkeeping. 

Two men named Rene Dabin and Fred 
Corriere lived in a shanty near the hotel. 
The men called on Preyost Feb. 10 last to 
trade some pigs, and they remained for 
supper, Prevost says the woman (Gau- 
thier) put poison in the tea for the men, 
but would not give him any tea. Both men 
left the table before the meal was finished. 

One dropped dead in the house, the 
other immediately in reaching the door, 

Realizing they would be arrested for 
murder, und to screen themselyes, they 
placed the bodies on a sleigh, took them to 
their shanty, laid them on their bed, after 
searching them, and taking what money 
they found, they set the place afire and 
cremated the bodies, 

Prevost says he frequently quarrelled 
with Mrs. Gauthier, and was afraid she 
would poison him also, as she told him she 
always kept poison on hand. Mrs, Gau- 
thier deserted Prevost, and returned to her 
husband at Valleyfield. 


DELIBERATE MURDER, 


One of the Most Dastardly and Blood- 
thirsty Crimes Stands Revealed in 
Its Appalling Horror, 


Montreal, Noy. 27.—Of all the blood- 
thirsty and deliberately contrived crimes 
recorded in this provinee, yesterday’s de- 
yelopments around the Poirier murder 
case at St. Canute, give it the first place. 
The facts are these: Poirier, the victim, 
wis an easy-going man, a carpenter by 
trade, and his only fault appears to have 
been an appetite fer strong drink. He was 
about 68 years of age and his wife some 
eight years younger, and, although she 
was considered somewhat frivolous, Mrs. 
Poirier was supposed to be a fairly good 
woman, and this opinion of her seems to 
have been shared by the parish priest of 
St. Canute, as she had been engaged for 
some time past as organist of the village 
church. 

It has been common gossip amongst the 
villagers that Madame Poirier had an inti- 
mate friend in the person of Sam Parslow, 
who resided at St. Canute, but as the 
woman's husband at all times extended 
Sum a warm welcome to the house, 
nothing of a very criminal nature was 
expected. 

On Sunday morning, however, the 
whole country was startled by the dis- 
coyery of Poirier’s dead body lying across 
the bed, his throat cut from ear to ear, and 
a bloody knife near at hand. 

The first thought was suicide, although 
the people of the village shook their heady 
and montally connected both Parslow and 
the widow with the awful crime. 

At the Coroner's inquest both the sus- 
pects were heard, and they deposed that 
Poirier had often threatened to take his 
life, as his business was not going well 
However, when Detective MoCaskill ar- 
rived on the scene he carefully looked oyer 
the situation and clapped madame and her 
lover in jail in very short order, Thon the 
officers began the same tactics that worked 
so well in the Tom Nulty case over in 
Rawdon, and with the same success. Ina 
short time the detective had the full con- 
fession from their lips. 

Sam Parslow declared that he was pas- 
sionately in loye with Mrs. Poirier, and 
that she had time and again wished him 
to kill_-her husband. Some six months 
ago he bought a revolver in Montreal to 
do the deadly job, but the woman said 
that the report would be heard and that 
thoy would be caught in the act, He said 
that he sharpened a butcher knife and 
that when Poirier was asleop on the bed 
Saturday night, his wife held hor husband 
down while he (Parslow) cut the man’s 
throat. 

Mrs. Poirier makes, however, somewhat 
of a different story. She sald that sam 
comunitted the deed alone, as he bad often 


| told her he would put her husband out of 


the way without her knowing anything 
about it. She admits, however, that she 


told Sam that they would divide the 2000

the absence of any boundary line to the 
southwest of Say, where the competition 
of the British and French has been very 
strong. The British Niger Company, 
which was first in the fleld, concluded a 
number of treaties with native chiefs, 
bringing the whole of the Borgu and Da- 
homey Hinterland within the British 
sphere. This was during the fall of 1894. 
In the meanwhile the French were trying 
to establish aa great African Empire, to 
extend from Algeria to the basins of the 
Congo and the Upper Nile. But for this 
purpose it was essential to secure the Hin- 
terland of Lagos and Carnotyille,in North- 
ern Dahomey, became the) base for de- 
spatching a number of French ex- 
peditions into the interior with this 
object in view. The British Niger 
Company, however, getting wind of the 
French plans, despatched Captain Lu- 
gard, now Major Lugard, to Nikki, the 
capital of Borgu, for the purpose of nego- 
tiating a treaty with the native ruler, and 
the English officer was fortunate enough 
to reach there before a French officer, 
Commandant Decoeur, who was bound 
for the same place and with the same in- 
tention, although the latter had the start, 
and Lugard secured his treaty and carried 
it away three weeks before Decoeur arriv- 
ed at Nikki. The French, however, seem- 
ed to have chosen to disregard this fact, 
and have déspatohed armed expeditions 
not only to Nikki, but to Broussa, which 
has allalong been acknowledged to be 
within the sphere of British influence. 
Besides this, the French have raised a 
question as to whether the right bank of 
the Niger, below Say, is properly included 
in the British sphere, under the Say- 
Barua treaty, and to settle these quostions 
commissioners representing Great Britain 
and France are now tardily beginning to 
doliberate.

GERMANY'S DEMANDS. 





Murdorers of Missionarios Must be Pan- 


ished and a Hig Indemnity Paid: 

London, Noy. 27.—A special despatch re 
eclved hero from Shanghai says that 
Baron yon Hoyking, the German Minists r 
to China, has presented to the Chinese 
Government the demands of Germany for 
the recent murder of German missionaries 
and the destruction of Gorman mission 
property. These demands include the 
discovery and execution of the mur 
derers of the missionaries, Nies and 
Honnle, the punishment of the 
implicated officials, the reconstruction 
of the missionary buildings, the payment 
of an indemnity of 600,000 taels to the re- 
latives of the victims, and also the pay- 
ment of a heavy indemnity to cover the 
expenses of the German nayal expedition 
and tho maintenance of the German force 
at Kino Chou Bay. The foreign diplomats 
say that the German conditions are Lmpos- 
sible of acceptance, and they will assert 
that they were only presented to enable 
Germany to retain Kino Chou Bay and to 
extend northward her hold of Chinese 
territory. 





Good Strike News. 

London, Noy. 27.—The conference be- 
tween the representatives of the omployers 
and the delegates of the striking engincers, 
which began Wednesday morning behind 
closed doors, after many weeks of ne gotia- 
tion, has taken a decided step towards a 
settlement of the points in dispute, by an 
acceptance on both sides of the general 
principle of non-interference in the man- 
agement of elther trade unions or the em- 
ployers’ workshops. 

An adjournment was taken to Tuesday 
next, when the discussion of detaila will 
proceed. 


Chinese General to be Killed. 


London, Noy. 27.—It is reported that 
Chang-Koayan, the Chinese general, who 
was in command of the fortifications at 
Kiao Chou Bay, and who surrendtred to 
the Germans without firing a shot, has 
been condemned to death by the Chinese 
War Council, The Viceroys of Canton, 
Too-Choo and Nanking, are trying to put 
the coast defences in a proper state of 
repair, with a view of preventing further 
seizures of Chinese territory. 





Four Sailors Drowned. 
London, Noy. 37.—The British steamer 


Baron Ardrossan, from Bombay, on Oct. 
14, for Antwerp and Hayre, collided with 


the Austrian steamer Jokai at midnight 


off Dungeness, with the result that the 
Jokai was so badly damaged that she sank 
shortly afterwards. Four of her crew 
were drowned, and 19 others were rescued 
by a pilot cutter. The Baron Ardrossan 
had her bow stove in.

Dwarfing From Harsh Environment 


In Limousin there is a barren range 
of low hills which lies along the divid- 
ing line between the departments of 
Dordogne, Correze, and Haute-Vienne, 
about half way between Verigueux and 
Limoges. The watercourses show tne 
location of these uplands. hey ex- 
tend over an area about eventy-live 
miles long and half as wide, wherein 
average human misery is most pro- 
found. Dense ignorance prevails. ‘Chere 
is more illiteracy than in any other 
part of Wrance. Lhe contrast in sta- 
ture,even with the low average of all the 
surrounding region, is clearly marked 
by the dark tint. ‘Phere are sporadic 
bits of equal diminutiveness elsewhere 
to the south and west, but none are so 
extended or so extreme, ‘Two-thirds of 
the men are below five feet three inches 
in height in some of the communes, 
and the women are three or more inch- 
ex shorter even than this. One mun 
in ten is below four feet eleven inches 
in stature. Uhiv is not due to race, for 
several large types are equally stunted 
in this way within the same area, It 
is primarily due to generations of sub- 
jection to a harsh climate, to a soil 
which is worthless for agriculture, to 
a steady diet of boiled chestnuts and 
stagnant water,and to unsanitary dwell- 
ings iu the deep, narrow, aud damp 
yalleys. Still further proof may be 
found to show that these people are 
not stunted by any hereditary Intlu- 
ence, for it has been shown that ehild- 
ren born here, but who migrate and 
grow up « Isewhere, are normal in 
height; while those born elsewhere, but 
who are subject to this environment 
during the growing period of youth, 
are proportionately dwarfed.—Wopular 
Science Monthly.

There has been much diztussion ie to 
where mus was born, I thiulk that 
at the beginning, “when the jmorung 
stars sang together and all the sena of 
God shouted for joy,” the carth heard 
the echo. The cloud on waich whe augels 
stood to celebrate the creating Was the 
birthplace of song. The stars that Rit 
ter at night are only so mivy keys of 
celestial pearl on which God's Hngers 
play the music of the spheres. Inn 
mate nature js full of God's stringed and 
winged tustrinments, Silence itself 
perfect silence—is ‘only a musictl rest 
in God's great anthem of worship, Wiud 
among the leaves, insect humming in the 
summer air, the rush of billow upon the 
beach, the ocean far out sounding Ite 
everlasting psalms, the bobolink ou the 
alge of the forest, the quail) whisting 
up from the grass, are music. While 
visiting Blackwell's Iskind I hear, 
coming from a window of the lunatic 
asylum, a very sweet song. It was sunny 
by one who had lost ber reason, and | 
have come to believe that even the Je 
ranged and disordered elements of nitive 
would make music to our ear if we only 
had acuteness enough to listen. I sup- 
pose that even the sounds in nature that 
are discordant and repulsive make har- 
mony in God's ear. You know that you 
may Come so near to an orchestra that 
the sounds are painful instead of plen- 
surable, and I think that we stand so 
near devastating storm and frightfal 
whirlwind we cannot hear that which 
wakes to God's ear and the eur of the 
spirits above us a music as complete 
as itis tremendous, 

I propose to speak about sacred music, 
first showing you its importance aud 
then stating some of the obstacles to its 
advancement. 

I draw the first argument for the im- 
portance of sacred music from the fit 
that God commanded it. Through Paul 
He tells us to admonish one another in 
psalins und hymns and spiritual sons, 
through David He cries out, “Sing ye 
to God, all ye kingdoms of the earth.” 
Ami there are hundreds of other puss- 
ages I might name, proving that it is as 
much a man's duty to sing as it is his 
duty to pray. Indeéed, I think there ure 
more commands in the Bible to sing 
than there are to pray. God not only 
asks for the human voice, but for the 
instruments of music. He asks for the 
cymbal and the harp and the trumpet. 
And I suppose that in the duys of the 
chureh the harp, the hte, the trumpet 
and all the instruments of music that 
have given their chief aid to the theatre 
and bacchanal will be brought oy cucu 
masters and Iaid down at the feet of 
Christ and then sounded in the church's 
triumph on her way from suffering int) 

lory. “Praise ye the Lord!” Prais: 

fim with your voices. Praise {im 
With stringed instruments and with 
organs. 

I draw another argument for the in- 
portance of this exercise from the im- 
pressiveness of the exercise. You know 
Something of what secular music has 
achieved. You know it has made its im- 
pression wpon governments, upon laws, 
upon literature, upon whole generations. 
One imspiring national air is worth 80,- 
000 men as a standing army. ‘Thare 
comes a time in the battle when oue 
bugle is worth 1000 muskets. In the 
earhier part of our civil war the govern- 
ment proposed to economise in bands of 
music and many of them were sent 
home, but the generals in the army sent 
word to Washington: “You are making 
a& very great mistake. We are falling 
hack and falling back. We have wut 
enough music.” I haye to tell you that 
no nation or church can afford to severe- 
ly economize in music, 

Why should we rob the programs of 
worldly gayety when we have so many 
appropriate eonge and tunes composed in 
our own day, as well as that magnifi- 
cent inheritance of church  psalmody 
which has come down fragrant with the 
devotions of other generations—turies no 
more worn out than when our great 
gstandfathers climbed up on them from 
the church pew to glory? Dear old 
souls, how they used to sing! And in 
those days there were certain tunes 
married to certain hymns, and while 
they have lived in ~ a great while, 
these two old people, and we have no 
right to divorce them, Born as we have 
been amid this great wealth of church 
Inusic, Augmented by the compositions of 
artista in our day, we ought not to be 
tempted owt of the sphere of Chris 
tian harmony and try to seek uncon- 
secrated sounde. It is abeurd for a 
miltionaire to eteal, 

Many of you are illustrations of what 
@ sacred song can do. Through ft you 
were brought into the kingdom of Jesus 
Ohrist. You stood out aguinst the warn 
ing and the argument of the pulpit, bat 
when in the aweet worde of Charl= 
Wesley, or John Newton, or Toplady, 
the love of Jesus was sung to your saul, 
then you surrender. as an armed castle 
that could not be taken by a host lilt 
ita window to Keten to a harp’s trill

ing that auusic ought always to be pos! 
ively religious, RKetined art has opened 
Jilaces where music has been scculurized, 
tnd lawfully so, The drawing room, th 
concert, by the gratification of pure tiste 
td the production of hiurmloss amuse 
ment and the improvement of talent, 
have become very forces in the advance 
ment of our civilization. Music has a 
much right to laugh in Surrey gardens 
as it has to pray in St. Paul's, ln th 
kingdom of nature we huve the plid 
filing of the wind as well us the long 
weter pmilm of the thunder, but whik 
all this is so, every observer Jas noticcd 
that this art, which God intuided for 
the improvement of the our, and the 
voice, and the head, and the heart, has 
often been impressed into the service 
of error, ‘Martini, the musical composer, 
dreamed one night that satan suatehed 
from his hand an instrument whd played 
upon it somethlug very sweet—a dream 
that hus often been fulfilled im our day, 
the voice and the instrument that ought 
have been devoted to Christ captured 
from the church and applied to the pur 
poses of sin, 

Another obstacle has been un inordin- 
ate fear of criticism. The vast mu 
jority of peopls singing in church never 
want anybody else to hear them sng. 
Wverybody is waiting for somebody else 
to do his duty, If we all sang, then the 
inaccuracies that are evident when only 
a few sing would be drowned out. God 
asks you to do us well as you can, and 
then if you get the wrong pitel or keep 
wrong time He will forgive any detic.eney 
of the car and imperfection Of the voice 
Angels will not laugh if you should lose 
your plice in the musical seale or come 
in at the close a bar behind. There re 
three schools of siuging, T um told—the 
German school, the Italian seliool aud 
the Ifrench school of siuging. Now, | 
would like to add a fourth school, and 
that is the school of Christ. The voice 
of a contrite, broken heart, although it 
may not be uble to stand human eriti- 
cism, mikes better music to God's car 
than the most artistic performance when 
the heart is wanting. God cills on the 
beasts, on the cattle, on the dragons to 
praise Him, and we ought net to be be: 
hind the cattle and the dragons, 

Another obstacle in the advancement 
of this art hus been the erroucous notion 
that this part of the service culd be 
conducted by delegations. Churches have 
said, “Oh, what au easy time we shali 
bave! The minister will do the preacn- 
ing and the choir will do the singlig, and 
we will have nothing to do.’ Aud you 
koow as well as I that there are u great 
multitude of churelies ali through this 
land where the people are not expected 
to sing, The whole work is done by 
delegution of four or six ot ten persous, 
and the audience are silent. In such a 
church in Syracuse an old elder porsis/ed 
in singing, and so the choir jppoilted a 
committee to go and ask che elder if he 
would not stop. You know that in many 
churches the choir ure expected to do all 
the singing, aud the great muss of tht 
people are expected to be silent, and if 
you utter your voice you ure interfering, 
In that church they stand, the four, 
with opera glasses dangling ut their sife, 
singing “Rock of Ayes Cleft for Me,” 
with the same spirit that the olght be 
fore on the stage they took their part 
in the “Grande Duchesse” or “Dou Gio 
vanni,” 

My Christian friend, have we a right 
to delegate to others the discharge of 
this duty which God demands cf us?

elected to a_seat in the Hungarian Par- 
linment. He became the successor of 
Count Teleki as leader of the moderate 
radicals, and in 1875 he was given the 
portfolio of the Interior, and not long 
afterward became Prime Minister of the 
Ilungarian cabinet. He opposed Russia 
ond Panslhivism and got out of the Gov 
ernment when the funds ran go low that 
the Bosnian occupation could not be paid 
for, Tisza is first of all a Magyar, with 
all a Magyar’s love of country. During 
his reign as Prime Minister he showed 
that he knew how to govern with 4 
strong hand, and if, as has been charsed, 
he made mistakes, they were made be 
cause of the great love he bore for his 
country. 

















Arminius Vambery, ethnologist, philo 
logist, explorer and professor of orienta) 
languages in the University of Pesth, ix 
one of Hungary's 
self-made men. 
When he was alad 
of 12 his parents 
were so poor that 
he had to Itave 
home to earn a liv 
ing. He studed in 
the Latin school of 
DPressbury, and 
spent all his leisure 
in the study of for 
eign languages. His ‘ 
desire to know the 
tongues of the enst 
led him to Constan- 
tinople, where he 
fived several years. 
In the disguise of VAMBERY. 

a dervish he made 

his way in the cast by routes unknown 
to Europeans through the deserts of the 
Oxus to Khiva, and thence by way of 
Bokhara to Samarecand. This in th 
years between 1861 and 1864. In the 
jatter year he wrote and published hia 
“Travels and Adventures in Central 
Asia.” He was a correspondent of The 
London ‘Times for many years, and he 
wained England against the designs of 
Russia. He is very popular in England, 
and has more than once visited that 
country on a lectu tour. His more 
recent works are “Catagai Language 
“Wanderings and Adventures in Persia,’ 
“Sketches of Central Asin,” “UWigur Lin 
guistical Monument,” “History of Bok- 
hara From the Warliest Period Down 
to the Present,’ and “Mohammedism in 
the Nineteenth Century.” He has writ 
ten several other important works con- 
cerning the customs and manners of the 
east, nud without doubt is the foremost 
ethnologist of Europe. This portrait of 
Vumbery shows him in the costume he 
wore while traveling In the east. 

















Maurus Jokni, the most pleasing of 
Hungary's novel writers, ia at the same 
time one of the most voluminous writers 
in Burope. He has published not less 
that 160 books, 25 
romances of several 
volumes each, 320 
noyelettes and six 
plays. More thar 
500,000 of his books 
have been sold in 
Hungary aloue tk 
6,000,000 Mugyars, 
and many of his 
stories have been 
translited into yari 
ous languages. Jo 
kai is the creator of 
letters in Haugury, 
Before he came 
the literature of 
the Miugyars was 
extinct. Hungary had no school of writ 
ers at Wl Jokai went to work and built 
up a literature of his own and aumaged and 
delighted his race with tales of them 
selves that they did not dream could be 
written, It would be impossible here to 
recite a list of his works, but some of 
the titles may be given to show that 
Jokai is perfectly modern in bis thought, 
such as “Poor Rich Men,” “fhe World 
Turned Upside Down” and “The Ro 
muanee of the Next Century.” Jokai was 
born at Koamorn in 1825, His father was 
an able advocate, of an ancient family 
and an rigid Calvinist, and the son wis 
bred upon puritanical lines, He wis lott 
an orphan at 12, studied law, won a 
diploma but never used it, for in TS46 he 
wns already the editor of the then fam 
ous Wochenblatt, He was married in 
1848 to Rosa Laborfalvi, the greatest of 
Hungarian tactresses, who was With him 
in the early daye of struggle and disap 
pointment and lived to see her hushund 
xreater than herself Jokai is now the 
editor of the Government journal, The 
Nation, or Nemzet, in Magyar.

BSuccessfal Milkman, 

Mr. H. B, Hood is one of the oldest 
milk contractors in the business. Ho 
began in business in Boston as a milk 
peddler in 1846 and for nine years 
bought his milk of other contractors, 
In 1855 he began running a car to Derry 
and soon moved there and bought a 
farm. He now owns 250 acres and 
keeps about 100 head of cattle. He is 
milking between 60 and 60 cows. Hol- 
stein blood is prominent, but it is not 





quite satisfactory to him in the quality | 


of milk produced, and he is getting 
out of the breed, by crossing in Ayr- 
shires, The milk of his herd averages 
about 14 per cent total solids and is 
quite uniform in quality, varying very 
little from month to month, 
takes excellent care of his milk supply 
and sets a good example to those of 
whom he buys milk. He has no elabo- 
rate barn furnishings and the stracture 
itself is an old fashioned one without 
modern facilities, but, like the thrifty 
man that ho is, he utilizes what he has 
to the best possible advantage. The 
barn is 180 feet long and there are tied 
up in it only cattle enough to allow a 
sufficient amount of fresh air for euch 
one. The barn is well lighted and in 
addition has a clean, cheerful look, by 
“haying allof the woodwork inside white- 
washed twice a year. The cattle them- 
selyes aro kept clean and absorbents are 
freely used about the stull to make 
cleanliness doubly sure, The milk, as 
soon as drawn, is removed at once from 
the barn to ap adjoining milkroom, to 
which barn odors are absolutely inao- 
cessible, Here it is strained, run through 
a large mixer, drawn off into cans and 
placed in a cooling tank. Thecattle are 
well fed and kept healthy and thrifty. 
A trough nearly on a level with the 
floor rnus in front of all tho animals. 
In this they are fed and watered, warm 
water being supplied in the winter. 
Tho trough is regolarly flushed out, so 
as to insure cleanliness and preyent any 
remains of souring food being left. 
Most of the cows are Mr. Hood's own 
raising. As ho bas neyér, to his know- 
ledge, had tuberculosis in his barn, or 
any case of mysterious running down 
and untbriftiness on the part of the oat- 
tle, he argues that the presumption that 
he has tuberculosis in his herd is ex- 
tremely small.—New England Farmer.

stresses tending to fracture its sub- 
stance with any slight external aid—as, 
for example. the cool air from an open 
window striking the proximate sides of 
the tumblers set on a dining-room table. 
Of course, the advantage of using the 
now kind of tumblers in that their cost 
is oftty one-fifth or one-sixth of the old 
kind. Looking at the mutter more 
broadly, the tendency of the new glasses 
to spontaneous fracture is only anotber 
Wustration of crystalline degeneration,

London, Noy. 29.—Lawrence McCarthy, 
probably the oldest man in the world and 
the last survivor of the combatants at 
Waterloo, has just died in the workhouse 
at Nenagh, Tipperary, aged 115 years. 

MoCarthy was born in Nenagh carly in 
1782, and had a yivid recollection of the 
horrors of the rebellion of 1708.

TRADES UNIONISM. 


Engineering Conference Bodes Hl for the 
Organizations Talk of a National 
Convention of Labor, 


London, Noy. 20.—The engineering con- 
ference apparently bodes ill to trades 
unionism. The essence of the provisional 
agreement is that the ‘Masters’ Union’ 
(Employers’ Federation) ts to be free to in- 
troduce into any of the federation work- 
shops the conditions existing in any 
other workshop, without reference to the 
wishes of the trades unions. The employers 
have in mind the system of plecework, in 
which the unions have no yoice, pre- 
vailing in certain workshops, and it is the 
right to substitute individual agreements 
for collective bargains, which the masters 
are asking the unions to sign away, If 
this is accomplished, i¢ involves such vital 
changes in the methods upon which indus- 
try has hitherto been conducted as to men- 
ace every trades union in the country. 
Indeed, the situation is regarded as being 
so critical that there is talk of summoning 
a national convention of representatives of 
all organized labor to discuss the matter.

New York, Noy. 29.—The London corre- 
spondent of The Tribune says: The con- 
ference of the engineering trade has settled 
the most difficult question under disous- 
sion.

Septeiber, 1897, the imports totalled §17, 
664,000, and the duty $5,127,000 or 28.85 per 
cent. Thus the new Government had ro 
duced the average tariff to the extent of 
70-100 of 1 per cent. Then, on what articles 
were changes made. ‘The housewives had 
now to pay 31 per cont. on knitted goods, 
30 per cent. on fruit and nuts, 23 per cent, 
or 63 cents per ton on coal, and 69 per cent. 
on rice, While the poor people had no 
changes made for them in the tariff, Mr. 
Bertram, however, fared ao good deal 
better. He had secured big reductions on 
iron and other materials he used in his 
works. 

As regards the Crow's Nest Past Rail- 
way, Mr. Foster observed that the late 
Government had intended to bonus the 
road to the extent of $5000 per mile, §$1,- 
650,000 in all, and to lend the line $20,000 
per mile at the rate of 344 per cent., to be 
secured and guaranteed by the pledging of 
the whole C, P. R. system. ‘he Govern- 
ment could haye borrowed the money at 8 
per cent,, and thus, by making } per cent. 
on the loan, clear $500,000 in the way of 
interest, Thus would the entire road have 
been built at a cost to the country of 
$1,000,000. 

The new ‘“economical’’ Government’ 
however, had come out, and, under the in- 
fluence of middlemen, given a bonus of 
$11,000 per mile, and great tracts of coal 
lands to the road. But the Crow's Nest 
bargain wasnot in it with the Drum- 
mond County Railway deal, which was 
not equalled in the history of Parliament. 
Look at the reckless deal! Its proposals 
involved a capital cxpenditare of $7,000,000, 
for that was what a bonus of $210,000 per 
year for 99 years meant at the ordinary 
rate of 8 per cent. 

In conclusion, Mr. Foster reminded the 
people that the whole Dominion was 
watching Centre Toronto, and he sat down 
amidst long-continued applause. 

Mr. O.A. Howland, as the hour was 50 
late, confined his remarks to thanking his 
friends for fighting for him.

GOING TO KINGSTON. 


The Abbott Rolling Mills to Leave 
Montreal. 

Kingston, Nov. 29.—On Saturday after- 
noon Messrs. William and Arthur Abbott, 
f the Metropolitan Rolling Mills of Mont- 
roal, and their superintendent, Mr. Pea- 
cock, had a conference with the finance 
committee and a committee from the Board 
of Trade in respect to the removal of the 
works from Montreal to Kingston. 

A satisfactory arrangement was reached, 
and the City Council will be asked at its 
next regular meeting to ratify a by-law to 
be submitted to the electors to grant to 
Abbott & Co. a bonus of $50,000 and a free 
site and exemption from taxes. For this 
Abbott & Co. will have to erect buildings 
and put in a plant, all to be worth $200,- 
000. 

The first year the company will have to 
employ 140 men, and each following year 
not less than 200 nen. The Council will 
be satisfied in respect to the financial 
standing of the concern. The bonus will 
not be paid until the plant is in working 
order. The bonus will certainly be pass- 
ed.

Ald. Doyle said the City had received 
since its inauguration in 1878 as dividends 
from its stock in the Gas Compiny $28,- 
224. He thought if the shareholdcrs of 
the Gas Company and Waterworks Com- 
pany were willing to soll their stock at 75 
cents on the dollar, thatit would pay the 
City to buy it, 
that the matter ba referred to the Wxvou- 
tive Committee for further consideration. 

Ald, Panter asked that Mr, J. L. Bigyar 
be heard. 

Ald, Falkiner objected at first, but final- 
ly yielded. 

Ald. Hungerford asked Ald. Doyle how 
much the City had paid for gas during the 
period he had mentioned. 

Ald. Doyle said that-had nothing to do 
with tho case, as the City had to pay for 
its gas the same as other people, 

Mr, J. L. Biggar evid the representitive 
of an English syndicate capitalized at 
$2,900,000 had been in Belleville recently 
and asked for a six weeks’ o tion on the 
Gat Company's stock. He (the speaker) 
had met the Kxecutive Committwe, and 
hence the action they hadtaken. He said 
all but one of the stockholders chat ha had 
heard from were willing to sell. Tho 
syndicate alroady had options on the street 
railway and the water works. 

In reply to a question Mr, Bigyar said 
the representative of the syndicate had 
said if they got the strect railway they 
would extend it. 

Ald. Falkiner said the Council had noth- 
ing before them in this matter. They 
were askéd to give Mr, Biggar, a mid ile- 
may, an option on the Gas Company 
stock, He would not enter inte the ques- 
tion of the value of the stock, but asked 
for time. Surely, he said, the Council 
were not ready to say Bellcville was ruined 
with its debentures selling ab a lirge 
premium, He said no syndicate could buy 
the waterworks, as at the end of ton years 
the city could take them over, Whicn a 
man sells part of his assets at a reduction 
of 25% there must be something wrony. 

The Mayor thought there should bye an 
extraordinary meeting of the stockholders 
of the Gas Company before a step of this 
kind was taken. Tho Gas Company was 
incorporated in 1854. The stock of the 
Company was $30,000, and the Cuy’s 
actual investmonc of money in this Com- 
pauy was $14,400, The Company hat to 
go into debt in building the works, aud 
instead of paying dividerfds applied the 
profits to pay off its bonded debt aud Jay 
by a fund. This fund was afcerwards

divided into dividend stock and the 
city received enovgh to  iucrease 
its stock to $25,000. The city is 


receiving 4% on the $26,000 or 7)% ou the 
original investment of $14,400. As time 
went on the plant was wearing out and ox- 
pondilures were at times to be mot, He 
had been approached and asked if he would 
sell his stock in the Gas Company and he 
said he would at 80 cents on the dollar. 
He had always held that Corporations 
should own their gas works and watcr 
works, If moeting of the stockhollers 
were called they might decide to soll tv the 
city or to some syndicato.

Shipment Str. Kustuba Shows 
New Methods Are Preferable, 


by That Queensland Rejects Federation. 
Brisbane, Queensland, Noy. 80.—The 

Colonial Legislature, by a yote of 21 

against 17, has rejected the federation bill 


intreduced by the Premier, Sir Hugh Muir 
Nelson. 


London, Noy. 20.—(Telegram cable.)—A 
cargo of frult from Canada arrived by the 
Steamer Kastaba today, Mr, Crandall, 
the Canadian Government agent, has 
made & close study of Canadian fruit ship- 
ments, and made many valuable sugges- 
tions as to the proper mode of packing, etc. 
The cargo which arrived to-day by steamer 
Kastaba was packed and shipped under 
conditions recommended by Mr. Crandall. 
The result was in every way satisfatory 
and encouraging to those who haye pre- 
dicted favorable results from proper me- 
thods of transportation. Mr. Crandall’s 
inspection of the shipment makes it very 
clear that cargoes arriving by a system of 
cold storage, such as the Kastaba’s, will 
meet with marked preference in the Brit- 
ish market. Some varieties of Canadian 
apples, says Mr, Crandall, are not arriy- 
ing in good condition. Especially is this 
so of Northern Spies, which show signs of 
spot scab, resulting in early decay. 

For this reason there is a slump in 
prices. In the Kastaba shipment cases of 
apples averaging forty pound weight sold 
for 6s to 8s 6d, and barrels at 19s to 20s, 
Pears brought from 10s 6d to 28s per case, 
according to quality. 

Mr. Crandall has visited many places 
and enquired as to the possibility of devel- 
oping trade with Canada. Everywhere he 
has found a hearty willingness on the part 
of British people to do all in their power 
to assist in increasing Canadian trade. 

A letter in The Morning Chronicle, 
signed by Mr. Crandall, replies to an 
article as to the colonial invasion, asking 
if the Canadian Government is going into 
the retail fruit and provision business. 
The Canadian Government, says Mr. 
Crandall in this letter, is encouraging the 
Canadian agriculturist, but at the same 
time is interfering in no way with the na- 
tural order of the ehannels of business in 
Britwin, There is a feur in some quarters 
that the artiele may cause hostility among 
buyers of Canadian produce,

Recorded as the Result of the Big Storm 
in England. 


London, Noy. 80.—The gale raged all 
night long, and had notabated in fury this 
morning, when it amounted almost to a 
cyclone in man ;))°¢s, and was accom- 
panied by snow and hail. 

A long list of fatalities, wrecks and 
damage to propert? has already been 
received. All the coast towns have 
suffered, and a score of bodies have 
been washed ashore. Falling walls and 
flying debris have added to the loss 
of life. Vessels are reported ashore 
on every part of the coast, and many 
ships are known to have foundered, with 
the probable loss of all hands. There is 
much wreckage about the Goodwin Sands. 
At Lowestoft, Yarmouth and olsewhere 
the sea has flooded the quays and neigh- 
borhood, washing away the esplanades and 
doing other serious damage.
